The job required two hours of his ome 
in the morning for ihe two loads of 
children he iransporled and an equal 
amount of time in the afiernoor. hach day 
he would log about 28 mika. 

Harris, uT course, was fully aware that 
the mo^i import a nl aspect of hisj«>b was 
Ihe safely of Ihe children. Consequently he 
drove carefully, never e«ce^ii>f 40 
m.p.h.. and always stopping at raihuad 
crossings and slop signs. 

Yel on thal morning Hams had a 
serious accident in which |wo chiUren 
were killed, five were irtjured so seriously 
ihei they required extensive 
huspiiali/ation, and he suffered iislernal 
injuries ihai will keep him an invalid for 
(he rest of his life. 

An imensive invesiigaiiun mio the cause 
of the accident by the New York Slate 
Motor Vehicle E^ureau revealed ihai a 
sudden gust of wind had blown ihe 
Volkswagen off the road, where it hit a 
«oft shoulder and then rolled down a hill 
The children, with nothing to restrain 
them, were thrown toward the from of ihe 
vehicle ni a veloeity as great as ihe speed 
of the vehicle itself. Their flight stopped 
when they siruck either the wimlshten or 
dashboard. Those who received relatively 
minor iryunes were lucky enough to have 
the impact softened by the bodies of iheir 
companions. 

The official report states' 

"Because of its light weight and hox'hke 
shape, Ihe Volkswagen Bus is a highly 
unstable vehicle which is especially 
susceptible lo winds stronger than 30 mph. 
When subjected to these winds the steering 
becomes erratic, often causing the driver 
to lose control. In addition, the vehicle has 
a high center of graviiy which makes it 
especially prone to rollovers once ns 
equilibrium isdisiurbed " 

The names of the driver of the VW Bus 
and the nursery school have been changed 
here because of couri action pending as a 
result of the tragedy. But the Tindings d 
the New York State Motor Veh>ck 
Bureau aixl that of state agenite^ 
throughout the nation are real And in 
every ca^se. the conclusion is ihe same: ilus 
German import is the most dangerous 
vehicle on the road loday. 

Ralph Nader, the consumcr-proieetion 
specialist who first earned nationwide 
attention with his book "Unsafe at Any 
Speed," had I h i$ 1 o say about t he VW' Bus- 
"It 1 $ the most dangerous vehicle on the 
road lodav and in my opinion the federal 
government should force its manufacturer 
to comply with safely standards." 

Nader’s opinion is bolstered by a recent 
study or270,fi97 accidenis, involving cais 
of all makes. inV'forih Carolina. The study 
revealed that the driver irf a VW Bus is 
more likely to be killed, or severely 
injured, than Ihe drivers of another cars. In 
fact, only the Brilish-made M<i and ibe 
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American Corvair came close. 

Still another study of which cars are 
ibc most dangerous on our roads wa$ 
launched bv New York State, where 
462.00U car acodenls were analyzed. The 
reftuHs arceyc-upening. 

In 9.6 percent of the accidenK involving 
small foreign car^ according to the 
rmdinga. occupanin of the small cars were 
severely or fatally injured. 

This compared with rales foe American- 
built cars ranging from 3,1 percent lo 6.4 
percent The lower rale was for regular- 
sized kixurv cars and ihc higher was fur 
small socailed compact vehicles. 

Bui when Ihe figures on the large. 2M0- 
pound VW Bus were extracted from this 
study it showed (hat you simply coukin'i 
foTTnulaie a rule saving large cars are the 
safest The VW feis seveTe-in|U(y*and'

VW Bus is a death irap It shtyuM be read 
by everyone who owns one so ihey will 
know what ihey are subjecting their 
children lo. 

The mam defects of the VW But as 
outli ned by M oore are: 

I Unequal distribution of weight. 
Because Ihe motor and trunk are in ihe 
rear this means there ts very little up front 
to protect Ihe driver and froni'vcal 
occupants. The impurrance of thu is ihti a 
study of serious acetderrts re«oaU thai the 
vast ma)ority of them evolve from head'on 
colbsions. When a VW Bus is hii in ihe 
friMsi there is nothing lo absorb the energy 
of Ihe impact 

2. Hath center of Rtaviiv, The VW Bus 
IS shaped like a box. thus making it highly 
suscepibk to wind, it can be blown over 
quite easily. In addition, driving in windy 
weather makes Ihe steering erratic, 
complkaling the problems of cMnlrol fee 
the driver. Thoi situation is so serious that 
Ihe Geuege Washington Bridge bans all 
Buses when the wind is 30 mph or more. 

3. OkSer models of the VW Bus do not 
have safety latches on Ihe doors 
Considering how susvcpiible Buses arc lo 
stiff winds and how easily it will roll over, 
Ihe absence of safely latches oa the doors 
IS one of its most dangerous features. This 
means that when a Bus turns over, ihe 
doors are likely lo spring open and the 
occupants ihrown oul. 

4. InsufTicicm power. The Bus is a 
relatively Urge vehicle, wcighir^ 2.1100 

E nds. Yet, even in the newer models, it 
only 60 horsepower This seriously 
reduces Ihe margin of safely in situations 
where it is necessary I o accelerate lo avoid 
an accident. The simple procedure of 
passing another vehicle is even dangerous 


in a Bus because its under-powered motor 
greatly lengthens the time necessary for 
this maneuver. 

5 Lack of restraining equipment for 
pasvngers in the rear. In (he event of an 
accideni, children silting in back of ihc 
vehicle are piichcd forward. Whai 
iiappens is that during a crash ihe from of 
Ihe car approaches zero velocity but those 
silling in the rear are propelled toward the 
front at the speed of the vehicle at its 
moment of impact This law of physics 
results in more severe injuries in (he Bus 
becauM of us sue. Rear seal passengers 
have a greater distance to travel and 
consequently receive greater injuries. 

The labeling of the VW Bus as a 
‘coffin on wlwels" has not as yel 
produced sny official response, even 
ihough the evidence is overwhelming. 
Indiana's Democratic Senator Vance 
Hankc has suggesied ihal the VW Bus 
may violate federal safely standards but 
neiiHer he nor any other lawmaker has 
done anyihhtg about it. 

What can be done'* 

The federal government has the nuwer 
(o ban all Buses from national highways 
on the arounds it i» "unsafe." Such action 
would lorue iiv German manufacturers lu 
redesign iIk vehicle to meet American 
safely standards. 

But whai about the many Buses already 
on Ihe road? How can we force ihe i^wncrs 
to do something aboui ihem? Obviously, 
by a massive educational campaign in 
which the ha/ardb of ihe Bus arc poinied 
<iui. Owners of ihe«e vehicles should be 
made to undersiand the dangeni they faue 
when they arc on the road. All uccupants 
of the Bus, for instance, vhould he forced 
lo wear seat bells and shoulder hnrne^sc!i 
aod it should be against the law for anvone 
lo drive It when wind velocity exceeds 30 
m.p.h. 

In the opinion of many safety experis 
the main culprit on our highways today is 
noi the vW Bus, but the Volkswagen 
iivelf They poim out that it else has a 
miserable safely record and that there are 
relatively few Buses as compared In more 
Ihan 3,000,000 Volkswagcns now in 
operation in ibe U S. 

The most damning indictment of the 
VW was made by a Cornell University 
research laboratory The report stated 
that VW sedans tended to rull ovei in 
accuknis, thus increasing the danger of 
death or injury lo its occupams. 

Its study covering an analysis of 
accidents involving VW’s in 30 >»iaies 
vonfirmed earlier findings that the cjctlion 
^ occupants was the major cause of fatal 
and senous injuries in highway accidents 
arid (hat ejections were usually caused by 
turnovers. 

"Forty percent of all VW occupants 
killed and 82 percent of those injured to a 
dangerous degree were ejected from the 
car,’ ’ the researcher s fou nd. 

Corresponding figures for American- 
built cars ranged from 20 to 33 percent in 
faialiiles and 9 to 21 percent In dangerous 
injuries. 

The report stated that Ihc greatest single 
safciv imjKovement the VW tan effect 
would be to improve the rollover stability 
of the vehicle. This could be achieved, the 




■report staled, b> a change in th« vehicle’s 
jslupe 

Ralph Mader has also ^red broadsides 
ai the bug-like shape of the VW, «hlch ts 
'known the world over as ihe **B6eilc.” 
Nader charges Ihni ihe faults of ihe VW 
sedan are similar to the faults of the V'NS 
Btis 

"Its chnpe mttkes It vuirtcrable to wirtd 
gusts, and its weight disirlbuilon causes it 
ic roll over easily,” Nader has said. *i 
think it IS hard to find a more danBeri»us 
cat" 

Nader also remarked that V\S 
adveriisemenis “somehow make a sinuc 
uf technological alagnalion.” He was 
referring to the advertised boast lhal 
lierdty any changes In body styling are 
made from year lo year. 

He also pointed out other areas in which 
the vW IS lacking in safely features, 
specifically referring lo Its door Uichcs, its 
siBbihiy on ihe road and the design of >is 
rear a»le. 

He siud the latches did noi sdequaiel) 
guurd agamst the tendency ofdoorsiofly 
open in traffic accKlcnls. 

He said Ihe cur's stability In hkgh*speed 
highway travel and In turning corners was 
impaired hy the design of its rear ask 
suspension which makes it difficult for the 
driver lo maintain u steady course on the 
road 

The twiKpart axk. be said, Is engineered 
Id such a way that the rear wheels have a 
tendency to luck under in lurning corners 
Thl» is what causes the overstcering.

Vu Ik swage ns arc now equipped with 
fefely latches on the doors Hut its bcelk*

The lack of safety of the VW', and ihe 
manufacturer's disinclination lo do 
eiyihing about it, has resulted In a 
number nf court aciions ihroughoui ihe 
US. Although none of the lawsuits have 
been decided as yet ihey present a real 
problem lo Volkswagen because once one 
IS saccessj'ul ii will obviously encourage 
eityone who has ever been injured in a VW' 
lu Uunch H suil. The cost of merely 
defending the company against a mass 
k|Ml onslaight of this nature has given 
VW executives nightmares. 

Typical of the suns launched against 
VW is the (»ne filed on behalf of two 
women college professors In Pittsburgh. 
The bdies are asking for S2.^,000 and 
charge VW with selling "defecilve and 
hg/ardous” sedans to the public. 

The complaml said that VW ingored 
resulK of the Cornell University study 
*hicb warned that the car's design madeti 
unusually susceptible to rollover 
iKuidenis. 

The suit, brought by Chi lion A, 
Richardson, 22. and Barbara Jean Clarke, 
23, both biology Instructors at Chatham 
College, alleges such an accident 
fcccurred in April of I96d, when Miss 
Richardson was driving Nflss Clarke's 
Volkswagen. 

The compleirti said the car was traveling 
on a dry. straight road at 50mph when ibe 
right rear wheel suddenly “tucked under.” 

Mtss Richardson claims that when she 


tried to correct the drag, the car sweesed 
and rolled oser twice, causing hertosufTcr 
severe head injurses. Mies i'larke all^ies 
she received internal injuries in the same 
nsishap 

But suing is hardly the answer lo the 
annual toll of sickening injuries and 
faiulilies of Americans riding in 
Volkswagens. The real answer can only 
come Ihrnugh ('cfigrcsM«tnal aciion which 
would force the manufacturer lo export a 
safe car to uv. 

Each year VW sells more than 500,000 
vehicles m the U.S.. making n by far the 
company's largest expori market. By 
enfcecing a ban on the VW. economic 
pressure would fiece Volkswagen to huiM 
safe cars and assembly lines wrould slop 
spewing out autos that are death traps. 

The challenge of the IhTOs. if irafTK 
safety cxperls get their way. will be to 
reduce by half Ihc number of Americans 
killed on the highways This can be 
uchKved s>nl> if we uppiv ihe same rigid 
Standards to imporls ihai ihe expects have 
proposed for our domcsiu; produc'ts 

Three AmerKan companies are now 
constructing ihe world's first ”&are”car> 
They will be designed to protect ivcupanii 
in head'on collisions up to 50 m p.h. and 
in rollovec accidents up to 70 m p.h Two 
of the safety cars wtll be unveiled in 
Junuars. 107^ 

The need He a safe car becomes 
apparent when yuu consider ihai 4^.000 
Americans died on our highways m ihe 

E ast decade. Experts al ihe Naiionul 
lighway Safety Bureau say mosi uf these 
(kaihs need noi have occurred because we 
base had the technology to do someihing 
abvHit il fur years. 

Congress put the emphasis «>n safety in 
l%A with the passage of ihe Naiionul 
Traffic and Mol or Vehicle Safety Act

of the fe** city or county old-a|e homes. 
Hut lo^ay, wi(h ihc federal govcrnmeni 
paying the country 22,000 nursmg homes 
clow to S2 hiiUon in Medicare pavmertls. 
more and more Americans must face the 
reality, that their parents or grandparents 
are being shoved into prisons that are 
halfway houses between society and the 

cenietery. 

Claire Townsend linows what the trap is 
all about. An 18*)CHr-old college 
freshman, Claire was part of a team ofsiii 
young women who spent the summer of 
1970 ill vest iga ling nursmg homes for 
consumer advocate Ralph Nader. 
Testifying at & Congressional healing 
several months later, she said* 

"WKai we found in our study was 
hornfyina. disillusioning heart-breaking 
and totally inexcusable. The conditions in 
the nurxmg homes are terrify ingenoogh m 
ihemxlveb bui. together wtih the total 
luck ot Federal fiovernmeni responsibililv 
in >ieulng high standards and enforcing 
high standards, the total picture presents 
an intolerable situation, orw that U 
inhum^e and a disgrace to our socialy." 
Among the inhumane conditions the 
iris found was a rather common one. 
escribed by Catherine Morgan, aW lH, 
who worked in a nursing home for two 
days before she was forced tosiuii because 
It was all such a stocnaclww re richer. $h« 
testified that she found one inmute i>f the 
home with terrible bedsmes on his heeW 
"They were black with this green ogee 
coming out. and I swear,*’ shccmoiiiinallv 
testincd, **l could have stuck a fisl into 
them When I asked a nurse why the mao 
had received no medication for his 
bedsores, she just nmiled and shrugged her 
shoulders." 

IV hCiLECT of that kmd » bad enough, 
but the grim story of our nursing home 
scandal goes a lot deeper than that. 
Among the charges made againet some 
nursing homes -but by no means all is 
one that amounts to murder by negkci. 
There isjuxt no other way to describe it 
A little bil of background first. Some 
nursing homes specialise in what is called 
a "Iife-carc contract " Under that kind of 
cuntruci a man or woman entering a 
nursing home turns over all his properly 
and money to the nursing home in return 
for lifetime care m the place. The nursing 
home operators, by checking actuarial 
tables and flgurltig how long the person 
can be expected to live, based on past 
experience wiih people of the came age. 
stacks everything in his favor so that the 
law of averages v«ill work to his 
advantage. Some patients may liv'e past 
the expected age of average death, but 
others will die earlier than expected. In 
any cacc. the operaioc always makes 
ceciain he gets more money from the 
paiiem than the actuarial tables says he 
should get to breakeven. 

The patient’s money, his entire eciaie. is 
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now* in tiK hands of a miring hooie 
upeeator who stands to pcofii if the patient 
dies And, the charge has been made b> 
many inv’esligatocs. some nursing homes 
find k financially necessary to rush along 
the expected natural death by just a bttle 
bit. Since more than half of all injnul^ of 
nursing homes are over 75, mam of them 
senile or dnassocialed from reabty, n is 
not difficult to hasten a patient’s death 
and never make him suspicious. 

In some cases, the lack of medical care 
is used to deliberately kill Despite federal 
and state regulations, many nursir^ 
hiimes don’t have a doctor available at all 
and medical visits are made every couple 
of weeks or a month apart. Colds, 
infcclionw minor ailments are ignored, 
and permitted lo become mujie 
ailments which bring rapid deaih in ihe 
cldcrK. 

hven more deliberate iv "breaking iSc 
heari." (Tinical studies reporied in 
medical and nursing home journals have 
gone into great detail with case histories 
on how the elderly lose the will lo live if 
they’re not treated like human beings. The 
studies sugge>l ways to reverse the 
process, Bui some of ihe fast buck 
operalorv donT want lo reverse the death 
process, ihev jusc want to gel the paiiem 
out of Ihe way. to "pui him vMil of his 
misery." 

But the misery t\ instigated by ihe 
operator and his staff. The firsi sien is to 
break a patient’s spirit. Me is treated like a 
chihj. or a caged chiinpaneee. Mr. self* 
fespeci IS stripped away and his 
independence destroyed by hiuing him 
wiih unreasonable rules, such a* confining 
him lo his room, refusing to give him Ins 
dessen. forbKMmg him lo lake part In 
aciiviiKv with other inmatcc Often, he is 
spankesi like a child, icaMd. Ihrcatened 
with further punishment. And it wears him 
down. Then, when the spirii is 
hroken and it doevn’i lake too many 
days in an ekterly person who already 
knew he didn’t have much to iii*e for the 
staff lakes it all a step further. Otlier 
paltenis are told there is vnmelhing wrong 
with this poor guy. thev are turned agaiosi 
him. and pretty soon he is totally 
osiraciAtl. Attendants hold bock mail 
from him. lell him his family has decided 
he no longer exists and won't see him any 
mure. Me is treated wnh contempt, 
lievpiced by everyone. And. when a 
nursing hoiM succeeds in "breaking his 
heart." delerioration and death is rapid. 

Another widespread killer is Ihe over* 
use of drugs. In the first place, a nursing 
home ihat mas be charging answhcrc 
from $400 (o MOO a rnomh tihe going 
rales in 1970 fur minimal services) will 
pcobably charge extra for medicines and 
drugs. And the drugs a palxnl may* have 
lo use are completely overpriced, usually 
four to six times higher ihan al the corner 
drugstcee—a little swindle that adds 
millions lo Ihe nursing home operalorv* 
profits. 

T^L T Ihe greater tragedy is that drugs 
are used lo control inmates, lo turn them 
into comhies so that they won't be any 
irouUe. and that these drugs are 
odminisured hv people who don’t know 
anyihir^ about them. The fact is that 


nursing homes have a great deal of trouble 
gelling nurses lo work in them, so ihai 
anywhere from llO to 90 percent of nursing 
borne employees are not nurses but 
nothing more than untrained aiiendanls. 
One the biggest complaints of people 
who have investigated nursing homes is 
that there is no conirul over ihe use of 
drugs. A paiiem who has died or who has 
left ihe home usually leaves behind ai least 
a couple of types of drugs, and these are 
cinck^ in unsecured cabinets in tnuny 
nursing homes. They lay around, often 
wilhiMit laheU. and whenever an attendant 
feels a paiiem needs something to quiet 
him down, a drug is shoved down his 
throat wiihoul a thought of its possible 
conseijuerm; 

Many paiiems die as a result of these 
unauthorized drug ireaimems. Doctors 
who have investigated nursing home 
conditions in Massachusciis and Illinois 
have documented scores of unpublici/ed 
deaths due to a misuse of drugs. But the 
family never finds out Death iv always 
licted as from a natural cause, covering up 
what once more amounts to homicide. 

The nursing home industry—and wiih a 
$ 2 .? hilUon a year income it is a hig 
industry—has conrKd the American 
puMic with several myths. One of (hem is 
(hat all nursing homes or homes for the 
aged arc licensed, operating m accord with 
verv rigid federal and siute regulations, 
and are pencdicklly inspected. This is 
unirue. There’s very little inspeclion going 
on. by ciihcr (he federal government, 
which pass $2 billion a year lo nursing 
hvHnes, of by (he slates, becaunc nubody 
etres. 

Another myth is lhai doctum, nurses, or 
some siut of "health team" is on duty at 
ail limes. Thai is also untrue. The vast 
majvirity of homes don’t have a dVictor in 
a I tendance and may be unable to reach 
one for hours in some proven canes, for 
days. As fvir nurses, ’there are hardly any 
ar«iund’ one dvxior >a id i n di sgu«t. 

And. as a final myth, nursing home 
operators have tried to con (he public Into 
heiieving thai if a home has been approved 
for Medicare or Medicaid then it a 
home ihai provides outstanding service to 
Its inmates. That’s nonsense, because 
I here h no control over the nursing home 
mdusirv, even though two*thirds of 
paiienis m these homes are kepi there with 
the help of federal funds. 

ihcrc simply ate no controls to speak 
of The Department of Health, Iducation 
and Welfare issues standards for nur»in^ 
homes that get federal money, but cant 
enfiHct those standards. Which means 
nursing homes do whatever they please. If 
a famiK or hiv patient complains about 
ireaimeni in a nursing home that is getting 
federal fonds. the HhW' relcrs the 
complaini to the slate, which refers it lo 
the countv agency in charge (he very 
ageiKv that permits the deplorable 
conditions lo exist in be first place. And 
the patient has nowhere to turn Nobody 
gives adamn. 

The results, as we've seen, can be 
tragic. But what *e have seen so far is just 
a small pan of the tragedy, “Nursing 
homes are the dcadliesi places in (He 
country because of the threat of fire." the 



National Fire Prulection Asaociation 
says For cklerl) people, many rf whom 
vannoc move wiihoul assistanee, Fire is an 
eapectal danger. And nursing homes are 
wury; llreiraps than any slum lenemenl in 
Harlem or squatter's shack anywhere m 
the wurW. 

There are about 2D,000 nursing and old 
age homes in the country. And each day 
there li mote than one rtpnrifd fire a 
rue needing the help of the fire 
department in one of those homes That 
h wcl] above the national average fuc fires 
in all homes and busines^e^. In the past 
decade nur»mg home fires have increased 
ihatpiy. killing many hurtdreds of inmates 
who «ere trapped in their prisons And yet 
most stales refuse to pass laws requiring 
nursing homes lo install automatic 
sprinkler systems, even though the NFPA 
uvN this is the only realistic way of saving 
the lives of elderly hed-ridden inmates of 
these h«'mes. The nursing home operators 
banJmg together in a number of 
ascociatiuns. have fought all attempts to 
upgrade fire safety vtandurds and have 
usually wun. "You’11 put us out of 
business.'' they cry, and government once 
mure demonstrates it has more conuern 
for profit margins than for the lives of Its 
cili/ens. 

The result is just what you'd exMct. 
Hjck in IVhl consumer groups in Ohio 
demanded that a slate law be pushed 
requiring nur«ina homes to insiall 
uuloinatic ^prink^rs. The Ohio Stale 
federation of l icensed Nursing H«>mes 
^parked the fight against such a law. eaxily 
defeuimgitcverv time ii came up. In 
on a cold pre*dawn mtuning a few days 
befure Thanksgiving, one of three 
sttendanis un duty plugged m an 
ekvtriuaUv healed steam table so that the 
inmates' breakfast would be ready ai *• 
K,m, The steam table hud shorted uut a 
ciHipk of times in the past, hut nothing 
unusual was noted this morning. 

A few minutes bcfi>re five, one of the 
ultcndanls noticed, from the lobby, a flash 
iif light outside the main entrance door. 
She went lo invcsiigute artd saw a strarqK 
flickering light under the eaves, right 
where the electrical and telephone wires 
entered the buiUling She raced lo a phone 
to call the fire department hut the phone 
•uHdead, the wire* burned out by the fa&i* 
spreading fire. Several people driving past 
nuliccd the fire and ran in. telling ihe 
ailendants to get the patieni.s out Instead, 
llie attendants and the men grabbed frre 
cslinguuhers and tried to put the fire out. 
Tltey succeeded in exiinguishinE the fuc 
un Ihe oulside of ihe building, not 
knowing lhal it was blaring furiously in 
tile attic, unseen SomeurK rinatl; reached 
the fire department from a phone down 
the road and reported that the fire veemed 
to he out 

Before the firemen could arrive, nut 
aware how serious the fire was, Ihe 
nursing home began to fill with smoke 
from the blazing attic'fire. The ailendants 
and Ihe pas^ersby began leading palknls 
ixil, every single one of the mixe than 100 
patients needing help in escaping because 
Ihey were either loo infirm lo get out of 
bed or too confused by it all When thefue 
trucks did arrive, only moments later. Ibe 
nursing home was a blazing inferno, 
bghiine Ihe sky brighter than ihe rbing 


sun. Ool> 10 minuies after Ihe fire had 
been disevsered, the nursing home was 
tmally enveloped in flames The Tireoien 
could bear oht men and women sezeamir^ 
ti«ide bul llwy were helpless ag.ainsl lhal 
raging hell. 

Many hours later, when the Tire was 
exlif^uished. all ihal reoiaincd were pans 
of ihe concrete Muck walls, kverylhing 
inside the huiUing lhal could burn had 
gone up in names, and ihe concreie block 
walb had collapsed inward Charred 
bodies were totally beyond KfeniiFK'aiion 
but the ailendants knew who they 
were—they just had lo walk down row 
after row of collupsed b e d x l e ads and sec a 
body and knew whose il had been from Che 
location of the bed. Six i y-l twee were dead 

"Impossible." the presideni <if ihe 
company that owned the nursing home 
said. ‘‘That buiUing wa» fireproof." 

The building was of the iaiesi 
conslruclion. modern cinder block design, 
bul It was far from fireproof as so many 
nursing home owners have discoveretf. 
cinder block shells don't si<ip fires from 
raging inside. A sprinkler system could 
have prevented Ihe tragedy, of course, bul 
nursing home upcraiors were against 
sprinkler systems because they'd cut into 
proflls. And 6) persons died. 

T HAT wa* Filchville, Ohio, l%3 Did 

any one kurn a ksson shi I of i hat fire*? 

Murieiia. Ohio, 1070, a nursing hsmie in 
a building lhal failed lo meet some safety 
standards, staffed by pcopk who had 
never received iraining m emertency 
prsKedurcs. A flash fire, m ihc middle of 
Ihe night, and 32 elderly persons are dead. 

The fire situation n a disgrace, a siviat 
and political disgrace, ll may he 
impossihk lo believe, bul 20 states don’t 
even require nursing homes lo keep firt 
txUnguisheri tm thf ^rmats. Only 22 
stales require any suet of fire alarm 
system, arid a fire alarm is usekss anyway 
in utKfcrsiaffcd nursing hiimes where 
nohody is trained in helping palicnh 
escape, and even if they* were trained there 
wouldn't be enough of them lo evacuate 
every patient. 

Stale laws on nursit^ homes are so 
incredibly lax lhal they would be 
laughable, if Ihcy didn't result in such 


tragedy. Nine slates set very tough 
qualificaiions on who can run and operate 
nursing homes: the guy has lo have a high 
school diploma! Can you believe lhal? 
You heller believe it. because nursing 
homes in those stales, and a lot of other 
states with equally absurd requirements, 
arc run by men who used to be garbage 
collecioTi, a few garage mechanics, a 
couple of building contractors. These jobs 
hardly qualify them. They're in it for the 
money, and ihe money is raniasiioally 
good. 

The nursing home operators continue lo 
kill all attempts to pass laws lhal would 
give Ihe inmate a beiier break, despite 
years of exposes by writers and reporters 
ail across the country. In February. 1^71), 
foe example, the Avsociaied Press pnnied 
a lories of articles ihai disclosed: 

Doctors seldom examine nursing 
home patients. In a Topeka, Kansas home 
about 75 percent of ihe palienls had noi 
been examined by a doctor in the previous 
SIX moAihs, In Minnesota, a survey of 100 
homes disclosed that the average amount 
of physician care for each paiieni was 2 ’o 
minutes a week, barely enough to say hello 
and look at a man's records. 

One writer made a thrce*wcck 
inspcclion lour of nursing homes in 
several big cities and in one of them found 
an elderly man lied to his bed by his 
wtisis "diK’lor’s orders," she was 
told even though stale law forbade such 
restraint. She reporied other homes using 
such restraints, ansJ many ul them keeping 
palienls drugged during waking hours so 
the siafl' wiHildn'l have to boihcr giving 
them any attention. 

A national publicaiion conducled h 
survey of nursing homes and came up with 
repiHls like Ihiv: 

"In every tiHim, I saw people viiiing, 
most of them simply staring blankly. One 
old man was lying in a bed, facing a wall. 
Though u was sunny outdoors, all the 
rooms were dim. One rixim smelled of 
feuehi viiher rooms of disinfectant. As I 
pass^ elderly patients, ihey merely 
siared. if they looked up at all " 

1 hesc arc nursing homes, yet they sound 
Ihe way investigations of snake 
pits mental a»ylum» used to Miund. 
That's because I'M nursing homes arc Ihe 
ntliun'v newcsi form snake pit, 
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dungeons for thceWetlv. 

The mistreatment includes what can 
only he called medical malpractice. Six 
doctors from a Maine hospital reviewed 
conditions in several nursing homes for six 
months. Their professional repori 
indicated how shook up they were at what 
they uncovered. Two brief case histories 
will show why: 

*'One patient developed chest pains and 
vomited. The nursing fiome administrator 
did not call the doctor but treated her with 
laxatives The patieni died in two days of a 
coronary occlusion 

“A patient with menul confusion was 
receiving nine different drugs. When all 
drugs were cancelled except digitalis, the 
contusion cleared." 

Ralph Nader's invcsiigators 
reported that many doctors used nursing 
home patients as guinea pigs, 
administering experimental drugs on 
them. Under federal law and the medscal 
code of ethics, doctors arc not pcrmiiied 
lo experinsent on humans unless the 
patient has been informed of what the 
experiment entails and signs a suiemeni 
that he fully understands and agrees to 
being J guinea pig. One doctor was j\lc6 
whether ho had his patients' consent. and 
he produced a release signed wnh an 
“x" the patient had been semk for a 
least three years, was unable even lo wriie 
hit name and could not ps>xsil>l> have 
known what waxgomg on. 

Nursing homes are hig besinexs. The 
huge sums of money paid out h> the 
government under Medicare und 
Medicaid, new tricky methods of 
financing the construction of nursing 
homes, new formulas ad^'pied by Social 
Security and welfare agencies to pav 
owners ul nursing homes for caring for ihc 
elderly, and a complete lack of 
government tnieresi in adopting xirong 
controls uver nursing horrex -all add up 
to huge profits. On Wall Sireet. nursing 
homes are among the ''hottest'* of xiiKks. 
mutuul funds owning many shares of 
companies that have jumped into the 
business and floated public stuck ivsues 
Business Week ran an article on nursing 
homes last year, tilled. "Nursing Homes 
Offer an Investmenl Lure," And the 
magazine raves about a marvelous 
financing plan in which several nursing 
home chains induce doctors to gel paiicnis 
for them by selling a major interest meach 
home to a group of local doctors. 

That’s a blatant conflict of interest. A 
doctor who has a piece of the action is 
going to want to see his nursing home 
filled lo capacity, and you can be damned 
sure, even if he i' an honorable man. that 
there is going to be a subconsaous 
temptation to decide in favor of 
recommending nursing home tare for u 
patient in a borderline case. If the dotisw 
is really greedy and evidence over the 
years about doctors indicates that too 
manv of them arc greedy then he’s goi^ 
to send patients lo nursing homes who 
don’t belong m them. 

One obvious 4*^?* polled by greedy 
doctors involves getting around Medicare 
regulations. Under the rules, a paiieol 
cannot get Medicare for nursing home 
care unless he Tirsi spends three days in a 
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hoopital with an illness that requires 
extensive nursing care. U is wvll 
di-.'umcnied ihal physKians have sent 
patients into hosTHiaU under phony 
diagnoses simply to iiualify ihem uir 
nursing homes -and usually the doctor 
hat a ptece of the nu rsing home tn v oUed. 

Mure Kandalous than the pot of goU 
the doctors and nursing home operators 
are reaping through the conflict of mieresi 
is the basic concept of what to do with our 
elderly pcopk The fact is that the msisi 
thoughtful expcris in geriatrics insist that 
unless a man iv woman cannot function 
aiihoui professional Mipcrvision 'which 
(hey seldom get m nursing homes in any 
case ihen (hev would be better o(T in 
ihen own homes That is mostly because 
nursing homes, ai they've developed, are 
just a was station on ihc road to the 
cemetery The inmates go into must 
nuiMfig homes knowing they're going lo 
die in Ihem, and they lose the will lo lue, 
losing It a lot faster if the nursing home 
oper ator k msckx ii iwjt of them. 

As ihe senior medical fficer in the 
Brilish MinKirs of Health puts it. in 
ctiodcmning Anw/Ka's rush lo shunt ii> 
elderU off into ihese death (raps' 

"Our philosophy is that old pcsiple wani 
to remain al home, in their own house, 
surrounded by their own posiessions, their 
own memories. 'Hial's where we believe 
ihes should be. where they feel secure, 
where they've got confidence. It's 
lempling to think that ilN a matter of 
institutions and that sori of thing 1 think 
n’s rather tike condemning old cars to a 
scrap heap " 

Xn bngland. and so many other 
ctHiniries. the government pays for the 
cajc of Ihe cldcrh ai home, when the 
eUerty are able lo remain al home. It 
sends nurses around lo check on ihcir 
health, pays iheir .suppcsi. gels them 
mlercsted in programs for the 
elderlv and all of it costs a hell of a lot 
less than Ihe cnsl of keeping patients in 
ihese dungeons. 

In the meantime, though, what u needed 
IS some fa.Nl iaws that will make nursing 
homes come up to (he professional level of 
hospitals Ralph Nader, in his rcpori lo 
Congres.\. recommends ihai nursing 


homes receiving federal funds should he 
immediately forced to come up lo 
established federal viundards. which the 
federal governmeni itself has ignored, ihal 
there should be stricter medical review and 
licensing procedures to get the 
incompetent and unqualified out of the 
business, and calls for an immediate 
federal investigation of all nursing homex 
Nader also urged Congress lo look into 
the development of alternatives to nursing 
homes, so ihat the elderly who don’t really 
rei^uire speciali7ed care van live a normal 
life, Altcmauvcs such as subsidized 
private housing and in*home nursing cure. 
Instead of funnelling %2 hUlion a year into 
nursir^ homes- a figure lhat is certain lo 
grow enormously as the number uf elderly 
people in this counlry increases • we 
shiVuU spend most of that on other ways 
of caring for our old people, ways that 
would give them a reason to live inxtead of 
relegating them to a junk heap. 

In Ihe meafliimc. ihough, it is obvious 
that some people rctiuirc nursing homes m 
I heir later years. If you have a relative 
who munt go into a nursing home, this ix 
w hat t he c X pens sav y ou sh ou Id look ior 

Tike a irusied doctor or nurse with 
you when livoking for a home Make 
certain they ihink the paiienis arc 
receiving proper care. 

As lor level of care, don't sign up tor 
services that will not be needed 
immediately, but make ccnain services 
ihal are needed or might be needed liter 
are available in the home. Keep u walking 
patieni out of those homes where there ure 
a great many hed*ridden patienis. 

Make certain your diKtor will be able 
to visit the inmaie ai any lime, witlinui 
advance noiice. 

Talk tu the other paiiems in tlie place. 
It they're just silling around, not doing 
anythir^. do/ing or in a tia/c, the chances 
are (hey're drugged to keep iliem quiet. 
Run.don'i walk, loilie nearest exit. 

Have your doctor check on the 
nursing and* medical setup. If (here aren't 
enough nurses, or if doctors aren't 
imm^iaiely available belter nursing 
homes have arrangements with nearby 
hospitals for immediate doctor 
services look for another nurxmg home. 

Make certain ihal visiting hours arc 
liberal, and that the patient wj|l be allowed 
to make outside trips if he's capable of 
gelling around. A nursing home should be 
a home, not a prison. 

Gel a list of fees in writing, in 
advance. Find out what you're getting for 
(he basic fee and how much all the 
extras including drugs will cost Try to 
gd the home lo agree to let the jamily 
provide the extras, ^ch as drug', because 
buying Ihmgs outside is cheaper. 

Before vou or the patient sign over 
any sort of property or make a will in 
favor of the nursing home, check wiib a 
lawyer. Too many life'Care contracts are 
stacked against you. and many of them 
are invitations to murder. 

Those million prixonerx in the nation's 
nursiT^ homes have been crying for help 
foe vears. Ii's about time somebc>dy 
Uslei^ (o them. Fur ihe> are our parents 
and our grandparents. And some day ihey 
may be one of us you. me, your wife or 
friend, let’s destroy the trap before too 
many others get snapped up in It. • ■ >

The jet began to rapidly sink into the 
sea. Only a few moments more and they 
would all be trapped. 

Cordeiro got up from the position he 
had braced himself into again.st the life 
raft and tried to open the galley door, 
through which he hoped to shove the 25- 
man life raft and through which the 
passengers could escape. But the door was 
jammed. He kicked it, furiously, several 
times, and finally it flew open. One 
passenger, Vivian Ro.sato, managed to get 
through it. 

OW Hart and Spencer tried to push the 
raft through that door. But the opening 
was too small because galley bins that had 
fallen out of place on impact filled much 
of the area. Evan, the navigator, came out 
of the cockpit to help. They got the bins 
aside and began to shove the raft through, 
as water washed in and out of the slowly 
sinking plane. 

There was a loud hiss, a sudden, chilling 
hiss. The raft was beginning to inflate, 
there in the cabin, filling the galley area. 
“Puncture it!” Hart shouted. “It’ll trap us 
in here, puncture it.” Evan and Emerson 
Ussery, a passenger who was thrown into 
the galley on impact, were trapped by the 
rapidly expanding raft, wedged against the 
galley wall. Hart pulled out a pocket 
knife. He stabbed at the raft, again and 
again. Spencer rushed over and picked up 
the first thing he could find a plastic 
fork. He tried to rip the raft with it, but 
the fork broke. Hart’s knife wouldn’t go 
through it, either. 

The raft sealed off part of the plane, 
turning it almo.st into a tomb. Only the 
wing doors were available for escape now. 
as the water began to rise to Evan’s chest, 
up to his neck. Hart ran down the cabin to 
one of the wing doors and got it open, and 
helped passengers get through. Evan 
struggled, frantically, only partially 
conscious, and miraculously broke free of 
the raft’s grip. Somehow, Ussery also got 
free, and both got out of the jet. 

Up in the cockpit, meanwhile. Captain 
DeWiit discovered he was trapped by the 
bodies piled against the door on the 
passenger side. He shoved open a window 
and slipped out, then swam back to the left 
wing exit. With the waves battering 
against him, he struggled for a while and 
then finally opened the exit door. 
Passengers came pouring out, into the 
raging sea. They were on their own, 
because the crew had been cut off from 
them. One man shoved his wife and four 
other people through the right wing exit, 
then climbed out himself, until 27 people 
were hunched on the right wing. 

On the left wing. DeWitt began to pull 
passengers through after getting the 
emergency exit open, and about 10 or 12 
others climbed onto the wing. 

About eight minutes had gone by, and 
the nose of the plane began to sink down, 
and soon only the tail was showing. There 
werQ 43 people in the sea, lucky to have 
escaped. Nineteen others were trapped in 
the cabin, most of them probably still 
alive—unconscious, stunned, or so 
enmeshed in fear that they couldn’t move. 
'.And there was no time to go back and 
look for them, to look for Margaret 
Abraham and two little girls who were 


accompanying their parents on a vacation, 
and the elderly couples. The plane started 
to go down, slipped beneath the waves and 
settled toward the bottom, 5000 feet 
below, carrying with it those 19 people. 

In the water, Evan swam over to Hart. 
“Where’s your vest?” Hart asked him. 
“Never had time to get it on,” Evan 
replied. “It all happened so fast.” Hart 
told him he would try to find something 
for him to float on, and swam toward the 
right rear of the plane. And now they 
began to get lucky. Hart came across a 
large package, wrapped in plastic. He was 
about to shove it away when he realized 
what it was; the emergency slide. 

II ART ripped open the package and 

pulled on the bar to inflate the slide. But 
he didn’t have any footing to brace 
against. A woman was swimming nearby. 
“Grab this thing and swim away,” he said. 
“We can use it as a raft.” The woman 
swam as far as she could go, holding 
firmly on one end. and Hart lugged 
quickly on the bar. He was rewarded with 
the hiss of carbon dioxide cartridges, and 
the slide began to rapidly inflate. 
Passengers began to gather around it now, 
hanging on to its side. DeWiit and Hart 
swam around the- plane, pulling together 
stragglers and leading them to the 
improvised raft. 

“Do they know where we are, back on 
land?” a passenger asked Hart. “Will they 
come to save us?” Other passengers 
quickly shot the same questions at him. 
“We’ll be picked up any minute,” Hart 
reassured them. Meanwhile, he was 
thinking: How can they find us in this 
weather? Maybe the sharks will get us. 

This was “shark gulch” that they were 
swimming around in. an area that people 
who lived on the islands came to for sport 
shark hunting. Trying not to panic the 
passengers. Hart and the other crew 
members asked everyone to check on 
whether they were bleeding, intending to 
gel any person with blood on him to climb 
onto the raft and cut down the chance of 
attracting sharks. 

Two planes flew over now, as an early 
twilight began to fall over the area. The 
first was a Pan Am jet, which circled to 
get a fix and radio it back to the rescue 
center at San Juan.

Some of 
the passengers cursed, but then a small 
coast guard plane appeared overhead and 
dropped two rafts. DeWitl and Hart 
started off for them, swimming in that 
forbidding sea toward the rafts because it 
was getting dark and they might have to 
spend the night out there. 

Hart thought: I've got to 
gel them or be eaten by the sharks. 

It was now 6:27, and just at the moment 
Hart and DeWitt got to the rafts, rescue 
helicopters began to appear overhead. A 
Coast Guard copter, first on the scerie, 
lowered a winch and began to hoist 
passengers up. After just a few were lifted 
safely aboard, the winch broke and the 
helicopter had to cut short its operation. 
Three other copters, from the Coast 
Guard, the Navy and the Marines—from 
the aircraft carrier Guadalcanal -now 
arrived and the passengers and crew were 
hauled aboard and flown to San Juan.

The government hearings into the crash 
alsti showed the need for improvements m 
Ihe des^n of aircrafi seals, seat bekix. life 
jackets and bfe rafts. It dcmooslraled ihal 
Ihe emergency shde could be designed 
specillcally for use a.x a Nfe raA when a 
crash al sea is necessary. It ^owed there 
was a breakdown in coomunKaiions 
between the cockph—which had no 
imercum—and the passengers and ciUn 
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crew. And il demonstrated ihai Coast 
Guard rescue techniques were not all ihey 
have been cracked up to be: The rafts thal 
were dropped were so far away they could 
not be imirodiaielv used, and the winch on 
one hehcopicr broke down, 

S of ihis wniing, the three cockpit 
crew members have been fired by the 
airline for "poor judgment." Certainly, 
mivukes were made under ihe extreme 
pressures of ihe emergency. But to blame 
ihe pilot fiK misjudging the aniouni of fuel 
remaining when the lower at St. Maarten 
assured him the weather wa« fine fur a 
landing i» pure vengeance. "Pilot error" is 
the tig ihai government bureaucrats use 
to close an invesiigaiion when they don't 
want Ihe public lo know thal the 
bureaucrats ihemsalvex share much of the 
blame for what went wrung. If there was 
pilot error, the error was brought ahoui 
because the lederal agency in charge of 
aviaiinn permiiied ihe airline industry to 
do just about what it pleased. For 
example, using a small jet on that run to 
the Caribbean 

One federal mvesugaior, upset at the 
injustice 1u Ihe crew, $uld; 

"Sure, twenty-three people died when 
the Carib Queen went down. But you've 
got lo remember that 40 people are alive 
because (he crew did a superb job of 
ditching that plane and getting their 
passengers oui. You've got to remember 
that ihc plane would have never gone 
down in Ihe Hrsi place if ihe government

These iwo men, Joe Tykr and All 
Wetilin, were the closest to bounty 
hunicri of the Old Wesi of AmerKs as 
exist In today's world of the I9?0's. and 
yet neither of them had ever figured that's 
whai they'd be doing until they met and 
learned up in Australia in l%6. 

Joseph Myles Tyler was born and raised 
m Carbon County, Wyoming, near the 
Medicine Bow range, and started 
punchinjt cattle ulmosi as soon as he was 
able to sit up-right on a horse. He went to 
Australia m 19^)6 after ser«ing a hitch wuh 
the U.S. Marines, and had planned on 
irying to get himself a small cattle spread 
there. He flew to Cairns, m north 
Queensland, and from there went inland 
to the cattle ctmntry just below the Cape 
York Peninsula. 

His first stop there was at one of the 
local vaitle spreads. In Australia, he 
learned, they're called cattle sialtons, and 
are quite similar to western ranches in the 
U.S. Because he wanted to get to know 
something of the land before he settled 
down on a place of his own, he hired on at 
the cattle stuiion as a "ringer." the name 
for cowboys In Queensland, 

]* W'estlln was also a ringer at the 


slaiiuii and the ivo men soon became 
friends, Wesilin was an Australian who 
had been born and raised in Sydney but 
had drifted oul to Queensland because he 
liked open spaces and working with cattle. 
11 was soon after the two men began rid icy 
lo|ether that Tyler first karm of the 
exiaience of dingoes, (he savage woUdoga 
that const ant ly stalked the graHng herds 
and killed cattle at every opporlunily. 
Most of the ringers working at iW station 
picked up eiira money by hunting the 
dingoes down m their spare time, since the 
animals were so vicious m their attacks on 
the cows that a group of local ranch- 
owners oHered a SI 00 bounty for every 
skm of a dead dingo beoughi to (hem 

Afier u couple of monihf* ofhuntirg (he 
dingoes logciher in their spare time. Tyler 
ar>d Wesihn discovered they were makii^ 
more money from the dingo hides than 
from working as ringers. That's when they 
decided to become partners as full-time 
bsninty hunters. 

Most of the lime the two men lived out 
on the plains because that's where the 
graamg herds—and dingoes-were 
Sometimes the herds grasd over an area 
of a thousand square miles and the only 
way the two men could move aboui in 
search of the dingoes was on horseback. 

Tyler and Wesilin usually knew when a 
large herd was being sent out for grazing 
and would follow the cattle. Iivi:^ fur 
months at a lime in the ope countrv. .At 
roundup time, wtiicb the Australians 
called “muster." llw cattle would be 
driven into boacais attached to a bege 


truck and shipped out across the plains. 
The iwo bouniv hunters would then move 
on and eiiach themselves to another 
grazing herd. 

The men used guns, knives, poison-- 
even dynamite-in hunting down the 
dingoes. Afier each kill, ihey skinned the 
ammals and buried their carcasses. When 
(hey had collecled enough hides, ihey 
relurned to one of the caiile stations to 
claim their bounty. The work was often 
dangerous. Both men had been clawed and 
bsiten by ihc dingoes on countless 
occasions during the four years ihey had 
been bounty huniess 

^)nCE. a year earlier, Tyler had 
I Houghi he w as h nished whe n a pack of t he 
wotr d(^s (rapped him in a ravine and 
killed his horse. Wesllin had been away 
from the plains that day gelling fresh 
supplies, Tylei had been resting in (he 
ravine when ihe dingoes jumped him 
without warning There had been six of Ihe 
dogs lhai day and Tyler had to use his 
revolver, nfk and knife to fight off the 
attack. One of the dingoes had grabbed 
him by ibe ankle and Tyler had to shoot 
(he dog with his nOe and then beat at the 
dead animat until he smashed ihe slock of 
bis riHe before he could get free. He had 
been bitten on the arm. the shoulder, the 
chest, and both legs and he was in Ihc 
hospital for several weeks afterwards. But 
to Tykr and Wesilin. such incidents were 
all a pari of their job . . . 

Now as Joe Tvler rode out across the 
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it!l iropical pass Ibat do(i«d tbe ptains. 
he couM feel a iiEbtaess in his fuls. 
Lslcfy. he had feh that way mofe and 
more after an encouncer with tbe dinoes. 
He fif ured that one day soon be »ouU put 
away Ms guns and get Iw own place 
started. The trouble was. hunting dingoes 
had become a batht wilb him. He liked the 
life. There was freedom, danger, and the 
mortey was good. Still, he knew he didn't 
want to go on wUh the work forever.

He ranad up in the slirrups for a belter 
look and, just as he did. his horse reared 
up. throwing him from (he saddle. Tykr 
krew as he fell sideways (hat he was in 
trouble. He had managM lo kick one foot 
free but the other, his right foot, was stuck 
in the stirrup. He held onto ihe reins as he 
fell, yanking Iwid on them lo keep the 
horse from butting. He bnded hard o« his 
back and Celt the sudden grinding pain in 
Ihe ankk of his right leg just above where 
his foot was caught in the stirrup He 
guessed the a>dile was briAen 

The horse trkd to shy away but Tykr 
tugged hard on (be reins and brought it up 
sudden. Still gripping the reins. Tykr 
pulkd himwlf far enough up to reach hk 
imprisoned foM and free it. There was 
momentary blinding pain fcom the ankk 
and Tykr grabbed his nfk from the saddk 
holster and used it as a crutch under hb 
right aiiD.

(ha young seaman aimpfy walked back 
inco the names coretrieve eogther corpse. 

With bis impoeaible task ac (aei 
cotnpteied. the seamaa, 3l*wvohl Kee 
Canirell. surreedered bimseli lo (he c orp s 
of concerned doctors who had gathered at 
the scene of the accident. Incredibly, the 
exanining ^yskians fooad noevKkiKe of 
any burns whatsoever on the body of 
Cantrell. They could not discover a siMle 
singed hair. One doctor remarked imi 
there wasn’t even the smell of smoke on 
his ClOthlBg 

Ij ATER. U, Bvown lesrified ihai he had 
seen Cantfell walk repeatedly back and 
forth mio the inferno of (he calapult 
room. 

Today, the fir^oof sailor is an 
evangelist in Hunlsville. Alabama. 
Recendy. he recalled Ws fantasiic lervke 
cxperieitce for writer George Butler. 

Cantrell remembers being stunned and 
amazed, but not afraid. Then he began to 
smell human flesh buiung, and be knew 
that he must try lo help his friends. He 
picked up his friend*s body and began to 
start for the hatch, which now glowed red- 
hot. He shifted the corpse in his left arm. 
knelt to pick «p a red-hot wrench in his 
bare right hand, aad used U to open the 
hatch. 

**1 walked out la front of the amazed 
and bewitdered officers, the chaplajn. and 
sailors and laid Joe's reoiauis oa the 
deck.” CamieU loM Bullet. “By Itastime 


the Hash had come some of his bones." 

“I walked back into the compartmenl 
against the orders of some nearby oflleefs 
and picked up another one of my 
buddies.” 

Cam roll reiurned to the name^ngulfed 
caiepun room time after (ime. until he had 
brought out each of the fifieen chirred 
corpaes. When the doctors esamlnad (he 
young seaman and found absolutely no 
trace of any exposure to fire or smoke, he 
was told that he would have to appear 
before a Navy board of inquiry to explain 
why he had bitrt able tu survive the flames 
when all the other crewmen had been 
burned (0 death. 

The next day, Ken Cantrell stood before 
the board of inquiry and calmly opened his 
Bible to Isaiah 43:2: “When thou passesi 
through the waters, I will be with thee; and 
through the rivers, they shall not overflow 
theet when thou walkesi ihrough ihe fire, 
thou shah not be burned: neithn shall the 
flame kindle upon thee." 

^loDAY, evangelist Cantrell is 
Cunvinced that his faith clothed him with a 
superntiural power which protected him 
from what would have been, under all 
hyskal Icgk. total bodily consumption 
y the flames. Whatever source one might 
wish to credit for ihe superhuman strength 
which flowed through the voung seaman's 
frame and protected him from harm, Ken 
Carrirell’s slwy is a mailer of record; and 
he is ondeniably unscaihed. unmarked, 
and physically and menially heallhy 
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l^ATE io 1969. Slefr Sgl. Cvl E Millet 
of $(. Aibans. West Virginia, found 
himself unable (o ooen cither his main 
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i ^ Yes, we’ll train you 
at home In your spare 
time for one of the 
60,000 jobs waiting in 


eif hieen yean later. 

TIk need to save the life of another 
human being gave New York City fireman 
John Cerate the guts to catch a 23$>poufKl 
man in a mid-air leap 23 floors above 
Times Square in March. 1970, 

Mike Jacobs, a buyer for a San 
Antonio. Texas, depanmeiti store stepped 
out of a morniDg shower at the Hotel 
Ediaoi) to be roel In* UUowing clouds of 
smoke. He opened t^ door and found the 
hallway blocked with smoke and fire. 
Near panic, he had to crawl out through 
the window to totter 23 floors above the 
ground. 

As soon as fireman Cerato's (ire 
company anived. he spoiled Iheman high 
above iM street, perched precariously on 
the kdge near the air eonditioaer Cerato 
had a feeling the man might panic and 
jump, so he and Li. Bany McK« went up 
to the roof with a lupe harness. Then, like 
some higlv stakes irapeae ad 230 feet 
above ihe crowded strecis of Times 
Square, fireman Cerato, a 155'paunder. 
dangled before the 235-pound Jacobs and 
ealM to tbe man to jump into his arms. 
Jacobs leao^ Into space and ihe 
lighlweifht New Yorker damped a life* 
saving bearhug around the heavyweighi 
Teian. 

It was (he same kind of unselfish desire 
io save another's life that gave a sleoder 
Cnmsby. England, teenager. Barry 
Shmcline. the strength to sup^i a 
collapsing brick wall long enough for two 
small childreo to be removed from danger. 

' Barry noticed Mark and Tiny Olaoney 
playing in the shadow of a seven*foot 
brick wall, then went about his own play 
Suddenly his attention was redireci^ to 
the walk and ha shouiad his alarm as he 
saw the wall begin lo topple over. 
Aixording to witnesses, the ia*year*old 
boy wa« ihete in ae inataoi. pushing his 
bands against the tumbling mass of heavy 
bricks somehow he was able to hold the 
«a II long enough for i he children to be led 
away i^* their older sister. Debbie—then 
the wall collapsed. 

IJebbie GIsnney. her mother, and some 
men who had bean passing by attempted 
lo remove Ihe heavy bricks from the 
teenager, bui they were unable to bring the 
same kind of superhuman slref^th to the 
task. Eventually police and the fire 
bi«ade uncovered the body of the brave 
teenager, who had been granted enough 
superhuman strength lo savo the lives of 
others ai ihcsacrinceofhisowiL 

CusK Archibell. a fraiL 80-year*<>ld 
spinster, happened tv glance out the 
window of her London apuimeni in 
Novenber. I970» to see the house next 
door billowmi with flames Knowing that 
three young children had been lef\ alone in 
the house. Miss Arcfaibell rushed out of 
room, ran down two fhghis of suns, 
pounded up another, battered down a doer 
with her shoulder, grabbed a baby under 
each arm. and led iIk older child to safety. 
Mbs Archibell collapsed vn the curb when 
she torrendered the children to their 
returning molber’s arms, but she was soon 
rekaaed from the hospital. 


chute Of his reserve chute during a practice 
jump from an H-34 helicopter hovering at 
3000 feel over Hoppsiadten, \Cest 
Oermany. $gi. Miller a^^umed Ihe fetal 
poutioo and survived the impossible 
plunge, suffering only broken ankles, cuts, 
and bruises. 

James Brown, an operations inspector 
on the Saskatchewan River Dam in 
Canada, fell and was pulled feet*first into 
an 18-inch irngaliun pipe on April 16, 
1970. Brown was sucked 600 feel through 
(he steel lube. Miraculously still alive 
when he reached Ihe pipe's outlet, he 
walked to a rwarby farmhouse. He was 
treated at a huspilal for minor bruises. 

Raymond A. Phill^ick slipped over the 
summit of Mount Washington, New 
Hampshire, and survived un I800*fuol fall 
without serious injury In .Saanen, 
Switzerland, nurse blizabelh Hullensiein 
akidded ^ a mountain mad and crashed 
30 feet below. Although Miss Hullensiein 
was noi injured, she had logivc first*aid to 
two of her would-be rescuers, one of 
whom sprained his foot while the other 
broke his arm. 

Many scieniific reseurcherii have begun 
to conclude that »e may all have within 
such "mind over matier" potential to 
control pain kthI accomplish superhuman 
feats. In fact, •iiime have gone hi far lu 
theorize that with the right conditiontng, 
anyone mighi be abk to perform such 
yogMike accomplishments as walking 
barefooted over bods of rod*hot coals and 
jumpini from great heights without 
injury. TVse same researchers insist that 
int levels of consciousness operating 
during hypnosis and steep may be 
ffletsurad by moniioring brain waves with 
electronic 1 nsi rumeni s. 

As far*out as such experimentation may 
sound to Ihe htrd*ti>cunv|nue, there 
scents to ha a body of firm evidence 
maienaliaing which indicate.s that the 
body » able to gather fresh reserves uf 
strength and endurance while the brain is 
in the "alpha state." that mysterious zotk 
between consciousness and 
unconsc'iuusneis, the atca in which reality 
mixes with dreams, Tests have 
demonstrated that such a mental stage 
brings about an incteese in muscular 
power 

There aic a number of stories in 
cSrcPiation about the incredible feuis of 
strength Mrfoimcd by Ihe insane, who 
may be denonsirating the results of a 
conscious mind cuntrolted by a diseased 
unconscious 


UST before Christmas, 1970. police in 
Dasenporu Iowa, were notified that a 
mental paiwitl had escaped from un 
asylum and was known to be in the area. 
The mental patient was spulted by two 
patrolmen, boih husky specimens well 
over SIX feel, who soun found it impossible 
to subdue ihe medium*sized escapee. 

A call for help brought iwu additional 
patrolmen who. ic^eiher with the original 
team, managed lo w'resllc the escapee into 
a pair of handcuffs. The mental patient 
laughed at hi$ me^al bonds, announced 
ihai he was "Superman," and pulled ihe 
links apart as if ihey had been made of 
string. It finany look six beefy and 
battered policemen to push the sUm 
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iwnial patieni Inio a pairol car. 

Whereas (he mental palkni m iMs 
instance wa« muuvaied by an iincon»ciou> 
mind runninir rampani, the Incidence 
abcui which we are concerned in ihie 
ankle have lo do with unconecious mind» 
notivated by »cir*preeerv4tion or che 
preservat i u n of a noiher'»li fe. 

Mri, Cedric Lar^ien of Monievideo. 
Minneiou, spent 27 days in a hoepiiaf 
recover in j, from a back injury dunn# che 
nntmer of 196.V She was pak ar>d weak 
from (he manv bedridden days, and her 

E ivsicnins had warned her not co e%efi

He walked lo the overiurncd v«hKle and 
iried to lift it He cuuldn*( budge il 
Eveniually Husby used a powerful winch 
lo pull Ihe erector lu an upright position. 

'*]! was a good ihing Cedric didn*i have 
to rely on me iu lift the iraclur,’’ Huvby 
said later. *'l CiVuMn’l have mov'ed it an 
inch." 

Cedric Larsers suffered a fractured 
pelvis IwsauM of Ihe farm acerdem If his 
wife had noi been empowered by that 
superhuman burst of stcengih, his injuries 
would have been greatly muUiplied. 

When Mrs Laisen was asked bow a 
woman who had just returned from a 
month's slay in the huspiial could lifl a 
massive fantt iraclor. she said: "I guess a 
person gels mighty powerful in cases Uke 
these." 

Xn August. 1969. Professor Julius E. 
Schul/ was pinned under an ov'crturned 
iraclor on his SO-acre farm near Marville. 
Missouri, for four days before he found 
the will to free himself from bis painful 
meial prison. Then, in spite of broken riba, 
badly* bruised legs, and four days wilhoul 
food or water. Ik wa&ed lo ihe car lhal he 
had parked half-a-mile away and 
proceeded to drive four additional miles to 
find help. 

Charles Jensen, a Future Farmers d* 
Afimica iiKlnjclor in southwest Iowa, 
hoisted a iraclor off a sludeol long enough 


fur other boys in the class lo free ihcir 
pinned classmaie. 

Mrs Vicki OIney of Budgefce. 
fjippsland. Australia, found the need lo 
become "mighty powerful" when her 15*

had to wrap up a couple of more scenes by 
ibe end of the week (o stay on schedule. >0 
he was happy 10 have the Apaches around 
for protection in case the Tartars showed 
up to bug us. And the Apaches loved the 
idea of Ming on location, especially with 
the girls there. 

We finished the Kenes on Friday and 
Walter gave everyone the weekend off. 
Bui the Apaches were going Tartar- 
hunting and, miracle of miracles, we had 
four volunteers from among the actors. 
They had liked Hack a lot and wanted to 
do something for him and the others They 
weren't the most rugged'looking 
specimens, even in their '‘colors," but a 
body is a body when you’re outnumbered. 

Wc miide ihe new recruits "Honorary 
Apaches" and welcomed them into the 
pack. They were as proud as kids who've 
won iheir first Boy Scout merit badge 

Walter rented a few more rooms ai the 
motel fur the Apaches, not knowing they'd 
be spending moat ui their nights m ihe 
ttarlcts* rooms. They'd never get so much 
tex wilh 80 many beautiful chicks as long 
as they lived, so they made the most of it. 
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Saturday morning I culled e "pow 
wow" to plert^iow w<‘a suck the Tarterv 
into a punch'uut -u punch*oui we 
cuuldn'i afford 10 lose. 

"Fve got an idea, but it’s not esacily 
pleiisani/' said Zappo. "Since v>c dont 
know where the Tartar- have their 
headquarters, we can't go and bust them. 1 
think the best way to flush them out w 
with girb. Use a couple of the starlets as 
bait. . ." 

We agreed that this wasn't a ptea^ant 
thing lodo and was also dangcrouN^hui 
ii was the only way to get Buuher and in* 
gHfiglniothe open. 

The scheme wc worked out wes for three 
of the Apaches and three siarlets to begin 
going to the bars and roadhouses that 
were known hiker hangouts.

Two weeks. That's how long it took. 
Two weeks of wurkmg all day in the heat 
and sun and then waiting until late at night 
outside some biker hangout where the 
girls and the Apaches would be putting on 
iheir act The only good thing about ih« 
wa» that the Apaches related in going out 
with the girls and ernled the night in bed 
wilh them. 

On the Saturday night of the second 
week, when everyone was getung 
discouraged, the Tartars finally showed 

up. 

Spear, Zappo and I. and the three girls, 
were in a sleazy joint called the Vulture's 
Nest, about five miles outside of Phoenix 
There were no 01 her bikers there when we 
stomped in, looking belligerent. The girh 
were dressed in tight blue jeans; twg uf 
them wore skin-hugging T-shirls, while 
the ihird. Gail, wore nothing on lop except 
a fringed suede vest. Her 315-C breasts 
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wcse eaposed with almiKl anv kind ol 
oioiton she made—walking, drink lag a 
glass of beer, filing down. ^iHog up. 
Greatest irouble-baii I’d ever icen. And 
she did the trick. 

The dozen or so pevpk in Che bar didn't 
pay loo mnch altenuoa to us. eseept for

We were just about lo head back to 
where we'd iefi the other Apaches waiting 
and ixfe IV the motel when, about 
midnight, we heard the roar of cycles 
approaching Ihe Vulture's Nest, sc^pii^ 
aiuS revting The vultures had arriw. if 
I hey were who «e figured them to be 

In slomped ihe Tartars, all of them, 
headed by Butcher. hU long braid 
swinging behind him. his snaky eyes 
searching the room arruganlly and finding 
what he'd been looking for—tbe three 
girb he’d heard about And his eyes fued 
on Gaik with that fringed vesi scarcely 
hiding her outsized busom. 
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LXk looked at her. (hen at (he other girls 
and (ben ai Spear. Zappo and me. He 
didn't reccgniw me bewse I'd let my 
heard grow out so I'd look more like a 
genuine outlaw. 

For a white the Tartars pretended to 
ignore us. acting as if Ihe girls were ihe 
last ihing in tne world they wanted. They 
teaoed on ihe bar. ^««ral of (hem 
sprawled on chairs wilh their feet on ihe 
tabtev They talked loudly, laughing at 
stupid jokes. Tbe vtWr men in the bar 
sensed ihe mouniing tension and drifiad 
out after gaickly finishiitt their drinks. 

Soon ii was >u>t ihe Tariars. the six of 
us. and iwo worried bartenders. T>ie 
Tartars got drunker and louder and 
meaner. And more ihreaiening.

"Smari-moulh broad," he snarled

1 wasn't m bad shape, considering ihe 
odds, and neither were S^ar and Zappo. 
Old biker iraining m how to take a 
Clomping with the minimum of injury to 
vital organc had '.aved us. 

We were both able lojoin in the aclion, 
so right off. >till down on my knees I 
whipped my chain against a Tartar's 
shins. He howled and bent to rub his shins, 
getting low enough for me 10 smash him 
in the teeth with the chain I had wrapped 
around my fist Then I was up and sinking 
at any Tartar within range. ai any part of 
his anatomy that looked unprotected, wiih 
my fistsand chain and bools, 

ZaPFO and Spear weren't resting; they 
had one oflhe biggest Tartars backed into 
a corner and were, apparently, trying to 
smash him nphi through ihe wall as Ihey 
punched and ai^ed until he sagged, went 
glassy^yad and craxhed tolha floor.

Mikr Pewl^orthy. "Three men have 
already died in ihai hole. I have no 
intention of joining them, thank you. It's 
dimply impossible." 

AHhuuih they didn't speak. Ed Ha«n, 
Leroy Krajewski and Jack Chambers 
obviously shared the Briton's feelinfs. All 
except Krajewski. a relative newcomer to 
the stalag, had been part of the escape 
croup lea by Colonel Sam Billings of the 
RCAP. They would never forget the 
months of silent diuing with their bare 
hands, the effort of disposing of the day's 
unearthed soil by smuggling it to the 
exercise yard in their pockets or flushing it 
down the toilet a handful at a time. Even 
more searing was the moment of ghastly 
hwror that had climaxed the attempt , . . 

Miller—a stocky. red*haired aerial 
aunner from Milwaukee, 
wiaconiin—moved his cold gaae from 
face to face. “Tm as frightened of the idea 
as you arc But we all have to consider the 
steaes. Unless we get word to London that 
Roger OafT is in Nazi hands. God knows 
how many thousands of GTa are going to 
die. 1 donT warn ihai on my oomoenee for 
the resi ^my life." 

He waited in silence is his friends 
thought it over. At last, a regreiful aigh 
was wrenched from Jack Chanbers' 
throat. "AU right. Lew," the infantry 
captain said reluoiintly. "H] go with you. 
[ guesa being burled alive la belter than 
eating any more of that grass and lentil 
aoi^ they dish out here." 

Cambers’ strained attempt at humor 
didn't produce the usual response of 
equally lighi laughter. Instead, one by 
one. the others nodded their aaaent. The 
moat daring POW escape run of World 
War II was underway . , , 

Like the other prisoners in Stalag 27*A. 
located deep in tbe mountains o( Mvaria. 
Lew Miller had been a thorn In ihe 
Germans’ »ide since ihe day he had bailed 
out of a burning over Stuttgaxi. 
Before the war, Miller—the son of a 
German immigrant couple, fluent In his 
parents' native tongue * had been a 
member of a hell-driving team that had 
toured the midwest, performing incredible 
stunts in hopped-up cars. He had been the 
first man to clear the roofs of twelve lincd- 
up automobiles, zooming up a wooden 
ramp and launching his vehicle into space 
like a steel bird. Although he didn't know 
it at Ihe lime, his civilian job was to prove 
crucially useful. 

Captured and imprisoned In Stalag 12 
near Saarbrucken, Miller made his iirst 
escape attempt on the night of November 
26, 1943. Wiih four other POW's. he cut 
hb way through two barbed wire fences; 
their only tool, a set of false teeth. The 
group was within half a mile of the Swiss 
border when, moving through a narrow 
ravine, they were ambushed by a trigger* 
happy Nazi patrol, caught in a vicious, 
unprovoked crossfire. The other POWs 
were slaughtered in their tracks. Knocked 
unconscious when a slug grazed bis

,Chad expected, after hb recapciiK. lo 
be taken back to 12. 

guarded by three grias-raced S$ aon- 
coms, he was drimi through ibe Bavanao 
iDouRtains to Stalag 27-A. locaied ui an 
isolated area aortb « Ansbadi. 

Seen from a dbtaace. the iadallalion 
was like an outpost on the mooa. Its dooen 
conoetfrwaUed barrel lal ike (oppkd 
tombstones in the censer of an unwed 
gravel pit. A dozen mackiae gun lowers 
ringed the compound and foot guards 
walked the perimeter. It was the lougbesi 
security setup Miller had ever 
encountered. 

Tbc American was taken immediaiely 
to the office of the commandam. a heavy- 
set major. "This is bke no ochtf caaip.*’ 
tbe man lold hire curtly. "We make no 
diuinctioBS la rank or uiioaabty. Every 
prisoner has bcea seal here hecauee of 
aicempted escapes or chronic 
troubl^akiag. If, by some miracle, you 
should manage to break out. your life is 
forfeii. You will be shoe on sigha. even if 
you put UB no resaraace. la short, lha 
choice it suiMiisstoa or daaih Dumiaeed,*' 

As ha had ex peered, the other POWs 
treated him with cool reserve at fim. since 
the Nazis rouilnely aiiempted to plant 
spies la POW campa. During his rust two 
days in the barracss. he was iaierrogaicd 
repeatedly by CokNKi Sam BilUngs. ibe 
senior olTlcer. The quesiioat covered 
evarytlHM from his knowkdte of tui air 
base in ^bad to physical oetails aboui 
Milwaukee, his home town. 

Finally accepted by the others he 
discovered ihar he was living with an 
extraordinary group of men, 

Ueuienanr Miles Pearlwortby. an RAF 
double ace. had been a top Olympic miker 
in the tbirtiea. Although he Iowm eknoar 
fraiL his lalL lanky body was aciualy a 
superb, muscular nachins. During his two 
breakouts from other sraUgs. he had led 
his pursuers on mad chases through half of 
Germany, 

Captain Jack Chambers, captured 
during the North African campaign, was n 
skilleo mouatain climber, the conquerervjf 
dozens of dai^crous peaks m North 
Amerke and urope. After hii escaipe 
from StalM ia Austria, he had taken 
refuge atop a theoreikally uwdimbable 
rock spire. Three Nazi soktos were killed 
in falls and a dozen more iniured in 
•ciempcs to get him eff his p e r ch . Ooty 
when dose to sluvalion had he 
surrendered. 

Probably the mosl unusual of the group 
was Private Fiisl Class Ed Hagen. Only 
five feet, two inches tail and as skinny as a 
toothpick, Hagen bad been a carnival 
contortioDcst and escape arlisi before 
enlisting in tbe Army Air Corps. Cap^le 
of PKkiM any lock ever made, be had 
pulled off an escape even before he was 
sent to a POW camp. Whik waking for 
tianspcrtatioD. he had broken out of a 
basement cell in the Gestapo headquarters 
at Reims. 


mote than a year. Chambers lifted a 
section of Ihe concrete flooring, so 
perfectly »e 1 iQ place ihil its edges were 
virtually invisible. 'Took us two months 
jnst to do this part of the job," be said. 
"Ever try to wear down concrete with 
nngernail sciMors and chunks of tin cans? 
It's murder, buddy." 

The narrow shaft ran more Ihao 300 
yards, already beyond The outer perimeter 
of barbed wire. Every time Millet 
descended into It. his stomach muscles 
knotted with fear. Like the others, be 
knew that the usiag had been built id a 
former gravel works in order to 
discourage tunneling. The soil wasn’i 
much firmer than erusied sand. Even 
shored up with pilfered boards from 
packing cases and other odds and ends of 
wood, the tunnel looked impossibly 
dangerous.

Colonel BilUngs and two RAF 
otftcen named Bleek and Trevor were the 
fim to go. Minutes after (hey entered the 
iudmL ihe POWs heard a muffled 
rumble. Clouds of dust swirled up from 
(he enirance. 

There was little time for grief. They 
agreed thai, at all costs, ihe Nazis must be 
prevented fr«D learning of the lunnel'i 
eiinenoe. Dan^rous as It was. it might 
still be reopeneo later if a really desperate 
ikuation aroee. 

"But not wiihout decent shoring." 
Hagen vowed. "You'll never get me down 
thm again until we really know what the 
b^we% doing." 

"Whai about roll cell in the mornini?" 
Cham burs asked. "We can't just say poor 
ftihngs end the others turned into saioke 
and went up the stove pipe!" 

"Suppose ih^ find ihe door unlocked?" 
Hagen said. ''That way they're bound to 
figure the fellows sneekod Into Ihe 
conpound, maybe stowed away on ■ truck 
or sofiHibir^, got out that way. It's been 
done often enough." 

"Not here,” mrlworihy said gloomily. 
" Besides, how do we u nlock Ihe door? The 
lock IS on the other side and even a pro 
like you can't reach a mechanum through 
an inch of steel." 

"You an looking," Ibe tiny carnival 
escape ariisi said proudly, "at a man who 
roednely succeeded in aamming himself 
into an overnight bag. That window is a 
lead pipe cinch. 

Miller could barely bclkve his eyes 
when, using one of the bunks as a ladder. 
Hagen clambered up and wriggled 
through the eight-inch window slit with 
the ease of a greased snake, dropping 
sakntly to the ground. 

Kneeling on (he upper bunk, Miller 
nervously watched Hagen crawl toward 
the stee) door on his bands end knees, 
dropping flat whenever the roving 
searchlights swept the barracks. A 
moment later, they heard faint metallic 
sctaiching sounds from the other side of 
the door, li opened and Hagen sbpped 
inside, grinning. "Absolutely nothing,'^ he 
d«^red. *'You should have seen the time 
f got out of a padlocked truck on iM 


bdttOfflofLake Eric.” 

Unnoticed by the others, Jack 
Chambers had smudsed his face and 
hands with dirt. “Won’l he enough,” he 
said ”The scum have lo be convinced that 
Billing$ and the others actually reached 
the comoound.” 

' Kow^” Miller asked. 

••['m going to cream a guard! They’ll 
think Ihe 'escapees* did it.” 

Before they could talk him out ol it. 
Chambers was through the door, 
vanishing wraith>like into the night. The 
others waited tensely as the minutes ticked 
by, expecting to bear the stutter of 
automatic weapons. Then Chambers was 
back, a Luger pistol and an o^icer's 
ceremonial dagger thruM through his belt. 

”Goi me that creep Obtrleutmim 
Schmidt,” he gloated. ”Kighr outside the 
mess hall. Bauard never knew what hh 
him.” 

Less than two hours later, every siren in 
the camp started howling at once . . 

The next week waa one of the most 
gfueting of Lew Miller's life. Like the 
other men in the barracks, he was grilled 
fur hours on end. going without sleep for 
as much ai a day and a half ai a lime while 
teams of inierrogatora tried to break the 
story ihe FOl^'s had agreed upon. 
Finally, dazed with weariness, the words 
became meaningless even to himeelf, as if 
someone were playing a miniature 
phonograph record inside his head: 

**l had no idea Colonel BilliMs was 
planning a break . . No. I didn t hear 
them leave the barracks. . Who 

unlocked the door? How should I know^ I 
wasn't asked to lake pan in the escape 
Wnuldn'i be here if 1 had . . Why oM? 
Hell, [ guess Colonel Billings }ust dtdn’i 
likemy looks. . .*' 

To his surprise, the inieroggations never 
included phyaical lorture. As this viage of 
the war—with an Allied invasion of 
France expected momeniarily—some 
prison camp commandants were careful lo 
avoid any actions thai might put them in a 
war crimes docket if Germany lost. 

At Iasi, the uuesiioning ended. 
Immediately afterward, the entire guard 
force of the camp was replaced, the former 
jailers being shipped tn masst to ihe 
Russian front. Obviously, the 
commandant had decided someone under 
his command hud been bribed lo smuggle 
the escapees out of the compound. 

Mi Her a nd h is frie nd s <ank back into t he 
dreary cuuline of POW life- eating ihe 
waiciy soup and trsen bread that was 
(heir only food, playing endless games of 
lOU poker with cards so stained and 
cieuKd that most of them were 
identifiable by their backs The fitst teeuk 
in Ihe monoiony was the arrival, early In 
March, of Corporal Leroy Krajewski. An 
incredibly strong giuni of a man, with 
hand.8 like snow shovels, Krajewski was a 
former coal miner from ConneUsvilk. 
Pennsylvania. During a mass break from 
Stalag 16, less than a week earber. be had 
overturned a wooden guard tower with his 
bare hands, enabling more than a dozen 
POW’s to escape. Caught two days later 
in the Bohemian Forest, he laid out eight 
German soldiers before being subdued. 

.^.S a professional miner, Krajewski was 
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to give (he 'iinal verdict'* on Billings’ 
tunnel. "Anyone dumb enough to go in 
there.” be sold after iosp^ii^ the 
erumbkd shaft "Jfsrrves lo die with his 
moaih full of din. It’d be easier to secretly 
bulU an airplane and fly out T’ 

Bui ibe lime came when, like u or not, 
Sam Billings' luonel had to be used After 
midn^hl oo August 3. they Mre 
awakciKd by guards, who shoved a man 
wearily a filtby, smoke-stained RAF 
flying suit into (he barracks. ''Meet Wing 
Coremandcr MaHocy." an SS corporal 
said with a sarcastic laugh ''Don't 
becofoe loo friendly. We're only keepii^ 
him here until they send a (ruck up from 
^uilingeo. His filihy bomber ctasbed In 
Ihe nexi valley.” 

After iDuliered greeiings lo the 
newc«nei. ihe men in the barracks turned 
over and liwd to go back lo sleep. They 
would have if he hadn't asked in a 
pleading vosca' 

"Would one of you genitemen please 
kill me? I lack Ihe courage to do ihe job 
myself, I'm afraid " 

They all sat up. Miles Pearlwocihy lit a 
candle, a serious infcaccion of the camp 
rules after 2100 hours, "Damn!’' he 
gabled when he got a ctoeer look ai "Wing 
Commaoder MaHory.” 

"You know who I am**” the man asked 

His eyes stunned. Pevlworiby nodded. 
"You loured my Spitfire base in'41.” 

"One of you will simply have lo kill 
me.” the newcomer sasd io despair . . , 

He loU his story in clipp^ phrases, 
‘^ing Commander Malkry’ was 
actually Sir Roger Cleff, one of Brliaifi's 
three top civilian esperir in aerial 
weaponry, a key figure in the development 
of mau satura(ton*bonb(ng lechniques 
''I’m here out of slupidicy.” ihe gray* 
haired, weary^faced Cleff said with biiier 
$elf*repr«ach. "As far as anyone in 
London knows. I’m on a month's holiday 
at my hunting lodge in ibe north m 
ScMland, Doctor ordered h. Gall bladder 
Left orders I wasn't lo be bothered under 
any arcumsiances. Trouble is, two nights 
ago. we hn the underground rockci 
assembly works in Munich. The planes 
used a Mdal deep peneiratioo b^b I 
devised for the Ah Mioisiry. Warned to 
see if ii had really doM the job. I'm 
absohiicly forbidden to go on combat 
oussions. of course, but I'd cheated before 
and gotten away with it. Old Hugh 
Mallory-we went lo Cambridge 
together—was leading a follow-up recon 
formaliOA over the target area.

God knows why, but I was the 
only one who came out of the i^ash alive 
Manag^ 10 pull old Hugh from the 
wreckage before it burned completely 
Poor fellow was dead. Knew full well the 
JciiKS would sell Eva Braun into slavery 
to get their hands on me, so I changed 
clothes with Hugh, pul on lus idcniiiy 
discs . . Now you’ll have to kill me. 
Notlui^fwH.” 

"Now lake h easy.” Jack Chambers 
said "Why do you want to die?" 

"I have in my bead Ihe dates, targets 
and n«bi patterns of two dozen RAF and 


American air raids scheduled for the next 
30 to 40 dayt. Mass strikes on ball bearing 
factories. V*l launching sites, everything 
you can dunk of. Once the Germans 
discover who I am, they're certain to 
torture me, learn everyiKing they can. 
Never enjoyed physical pain. Very un* 
British of rae, I'm sorry to say. No, I’ll 
ulk. Not a xhred of doubt in my mind. 
And that means thousands of men will die 
when the Germans intercept uur 
formations. 

"And there's more, another matter that 
1 can't even men lion . . .” 

"Maybe they won't realize you aren't 
Mallory,” Hagen suggested hopefully. 

AXiLES PeaMworthy shook his heed, 
"Not a prayer. Once they have him In a 
regular POW camp, he*l1 he put through 
the routine works by Jerry Intelligence. 
The lice have memorized photographs uf 
men like Sir Roger, just in case ihey ever 
rua mio this kind of a windfall. They may 
even have his fingerprints. He’s quite 
right. We’ll have loVill him.” 

Shuddering, Cleff closed his eyes. 
''Don't tell me how you're going to do it. 
Don't want to know.'’ 

The five POW'« stared at each other in 
horrified consternation "Not me.” 
Chambers blurted. "Don’t ask me!” 

"Has 10 be another way," Krajewski 
muttered 

But no one had any euggestiuns. 
Sickened at the task confruniing them, 
they were about lo draw straws to choose 
the assassin. Then the problem wa» taken 
out uf their hands. The dour was thrown 
open and the guard »i|uad filed in. 

"Burning candles again, eh^” the Nazi 
corporal sneered "You know what that 
will mean. No exercise privileges for two 
weeks. 

"You will come with us, Commander 
Mallory The transportation to your new 
home has arrived. If you behava yourself 
at Stalag 13, yuu wi]| never see this place 
again,” 

Shoulders slumped In defeat. Sir Roger 
Clefr shuffled through the dour, followed 
by the guards. 

"What arc we going to do?' 
Ptarlwonhy asked. 

"I see only one possibility,” Lew Miller 
said tightly. "We ^ave to get word to our 
guys that OefT is a prisoner. Then ihey're 
certain to wash out all the raids he helped 
pHa."

away. 

With Ihe last of his strength, 
Pearlworthy dived into the front seat, 
plunging Ihe dagger into the German's 
throat, the car veered off the road, rallied 
down a hillside, overturned twice, flnelfy 
coming lo crashing rest against ihe trunk 
of a massive oak tree . 

Hours later, a squad of tVehrmacki 
troops found Pearlworihy lying in a 
thicket a quarter of a mik from the wreck. 
Both hl$ legs were broken. "You may not 
know it," Ihe Englishman said in a pain* 
throttled voice as he stared up into rifk 
murrles. “but you nearly witnessed an 
historic event. Honestly believe f was the 
first man to break the four-minute mile 
Bloody shame TU never be able to prove 

It . . 

After binding and gagging the two 
terrified Gcrmart girU wiih their own 
clothing. Ihe three surviving escapees had 
hurried to the scene of the car crash. All 
Ihey had found was the dead Nazi ofTicer, 
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Mites PearlwoTlhy had afready d/agged 
hioiself into ihe ar^s. 

”He has to be around somefriace**' said 
the baffled Jack Chambers. 

They shoHied the Englishman's name 
again and again, not realizing chat 
Pearlwonhy had lempocarily passed out 
from the pain of hrs shattered kgs. “No 
good." tew Miller finally said. “Cod 
knows who heard that car hit the tree. 
We'd belter move on while we still 
can . . 

Fot the next days, ihe trio lived like 
hunied animals. Travelling only at lughl, 
they spcAi Ihe sunlit hours among the dark 
fu trees of central Germany. Hieir chief 
sooro; of food was rucimg potatoes, lorn 
from the earth of backwoods farms. Since 
it was SI ill summer, they had hoped lofind 
wild beccses and nuts, but few were 
available. Ai this stage ^ Ihe war—when 
the German civilian pupulalion was 
getting its first real taste of 
starvation—known patches of naiuril 
food had long since b«n ravaged by teams 
sent out by local villa^. &«eral times 
they bare^ escaped weciiun by such 
groups of foraging peasants. 

The Ml> lime ihey found an Intact food 
supply kd lo yet another disaster. 
Crosaif^ a narrow spur of mountains 
north of Fulda, they stumbled upon a 
meadow dark wiih blueherries. Ii wav 
sunrise, when they usually wem into 
hiding. However, hunger overcame 
caution. 

"You two gel back in the trees” 
Chambers said. “Who’s goina to pay any 
aiieniion to one man pKkmg Vrries. even 
if there's anybody around? Another day 
withoui eaiing and you'll have to bury 
me’" 

Desperate, they look the chance—and 
were soon to regret it. Chambers had 
barely filled his greasy fatigue cap with 
fruit when, seemingly zooming out of 
nowhere, a iingle*engine Junkers 
observation plane swept over the meadow 
at ireeiop level. The aircrafi pulkd up 
sharply, tenked to Ihe south . . . 

"That tore it'" tioaned Lew 
Milkr . 

The, ihrec pew's fled higher and 
higher into the mounlaim. ke^ng to the 
most heavily wooded areas 'Two hours 
after ihe Jvnkerv' appearance, they knew 
that Chambers had been idenliried as an 
escaped prisoner. Lying on their bellies 
atop a ridge, they saw a column of Nazi 
trucks roaimg up adirl road miles below. 
They halted, di^orgir^ dozens of rifle- 
bearing men in giay-grecn uniforms. The 
soldiers spread out in a Ihin skirmish line, 
and moved forward . . 

“At kasi we’ve got a dccenb head* 
start." Millet said. "Maybe we can find a 
^ce lo lie low until they've passed us 

'They climbed on, crossed a sparsely 
wooded peak, entered a slratch of deep 
woods with high gramle cliffs on eilhet 
side. “Damn h. if we only had a map!” 
Chambers said, “This looks like a pass but 
you can't ever be sure." 

Dusk was closiag in when they came up 
against a sheer ruck wall stabbiiv neatly' 
700 feet into the sky. Equally sleep cliff 
faces loomed mi both sides. "We're boxed 


in." Chambers said gloomily. ‘’And if we 
backtrack, we'll run inio the Kruuis for 
sure. Can't be mc^e than half an hour 
behind us. Only one thing to do climb 
<Hil«jfhcre." 

“You're nuis, " Hagen tokJ the ex* 
alpinist in an appalled voice. "I gel di/ry 
on high curbs'" 

“Not you and Lew," Chambers said, 
“Wiihuul ropes and looks, neiiher of you 
could do it. Bui the climb is a cinch for 
me. And whik I’m up there, Ihe Kiauls 
won'i be looking ai anybody ekve. That 
spoiler plane saw one man. How do ihey 
know we didn’t all <pli( up and head in 
differertl dircciions afler ihal shooi*oul in 
Ihe barn? Besides, I’ve a good chance of 
making il on my own . , 

A plan wa^ quickly devised. They 
scooped oui I wo I rough sin a copse of trees 
ai Ihe edge of ihe canyon. Miller and 
Hagen lay down m ihe holes. Then 
Chambers covered hoih of ihem with pine 
needles, leaving only iheir faces cxpoKcd' 
“Be dark soon." Chambers suld. “You'll 
be abk lo slip oui Ihen ... So 
l«M . 

iSe iw'o hidden men were helpless 
witnesses in what followed They waiched 
Chambers marl up ihe cliff face, bathed in 
Ihe red glow of the dying sun. He was two* 
thirds 1^ Ihe way lo the top, clambering 
from handhold to handiiold like a 
monkey, when ihc Nazi force entered the 
blind canyon. An advancing German 
passed so close lo the concealed 
Americans ihai a heavy black boot almost 
stepped on Milkr's head. 

^t Chambers had been right. None of 
the troops paid the slightest aitcnliun to 
the around. Every eye was rollowing the 
POw's perilous course up the face or the 
cliff. 

"Come down!” A Nazi officer bellowed 
through a bullhorn. 

When the warning was ignored, ihe 
soldiers opened fire with their rifles. Jack 
Chambers was within sis feet of ihe lup of 
the cliff when a bullet caughi him In ihe 
back. His body plummeted 
earthward . . 

Chambers' sacrifice gave Miller and 
Hagen anoiher ticket lo survival, since ihc 
Nazis, thinking the oiher ROWS had 
made it over the mounloin, withdrew. 
Under cover of the gaihering darkness, 
they made (heir way back through Ihc 
canyon and resumed lh« journey 
north . 

The nexi two weeks were, forever after, 
a devperale. confused hiur In I.ew Miller’s 
mind. He and Hagen slipped through Nazi 
Germany like a leam of ghosts, time after 
lime avoiding capiure hy near*miracles. 
They slowed aw'ay on freight trains and 
barge canals, Iwice stole cars, drove ihem 
unlil Ihev ran oui of gas. coniinume on 
fool, often Milkr—wearing the dead 
/.u/rwd/r^ captain's uniform would risk 
visits tu small towns lo buy food, whik 
Hagen remained hidden in the 
vouniryslde. 

finally—juSI before dawn on 
August 17—they sneaked across the 
border into German*occupicd Eknmark, 
The most dangerous phase of the escape 
now confronied ihem “Denmark has one 
of Ihe best Resisiance organizations in 


Eurupc," Miller said atier had found 
shelter in )he ba^meni of a bombed oui 
house on the oulskiris of Fl>n. "Means 
the Kraui »evuiu> seiup is 10 limes 
tougher than anything we've faced up to 
now, We'll never make it to Sweden 
without help.” 

"Bui how do we contact the 
Underground?" 

"Only one way ! can think of. And 1 
hope It doesn't get me killed . . 

Thai night, wearing the cafitain's 
uniform, Lew Millet slipped into Flyn. 
heigmng drunkenness, he lurched from 
one workingman's bar to another, doing 
his damnedest to attract attention. Hu 
Iasi stop was a sleary cafe on the edge of 
town He coukJ almosi feel the stales of 
hale againsi hi» back as he staggered into 
I he darkness, careened over to an open 
field across from the bar, as if about to 
vomit. 

Miller was almosi sure hisstraiegy had 
failed when he heaid soft footsteps behind 
him Throwing off the drunk act, he 
turned and drew his Luger. Facing him 
WHS a young Dane with a knife held high. 

"Shooi, you Nazi butcher!" the youth 
cried in despair. 

"I'm not Oernsan." Miller said, 
lowering the Luger. "I'm an escaped 
prisoner of war. And 1 need help . . 

Half an hour later, Miller was led inio 
ihe home of the town's schoolmaster, 
leader of the local Resistance unit. To his 
surprise, the POW had little trouble 
convincing the man of his true identiiy. 
" Vou and your friend are already legend," 
the schoolmaster said. "The Cermam 
have plastered your piciures on half the 
walls in Denmarlt." 

The details of (he flight ig Sweden were 
arranged quickly. The schgolmaster gave 
Miller a map of the area. Circled in red 
Wilt the isolated Ashing pier where, at 
midnight, he and Hagen were lo be picked 
up by a Danish irawler "Do not be late." 
the schoolteacher said. "The captain will 
put tn for only two minutes." 

Almosi di/zy wiih relief. Lew Miller 
made his way &ack to the gutted building 
where he had left Fd Hagen He crawled 
into the basement and softly called out his 
friend's name. Then a dozen flashlights 
Aicked on. imprisoning him in their yellow 
glare. "We thought you’d show up 
evenlualty," a man uid harshly in 
German . . . 

lyince Flyn had no military stockade. 
Milk! and Hagen were locked up In the 
Kval jail, a one*cell chamber with a heavy 
wuoden dour. "Nailed me right after you 
left," Hagen said ruefully «$, at gunpoint, 
they were forced to sirip «>rr all their 
dot hint "Musi have been spotted on the 
road. No way 1 could warn you." 

The Germans were taking no chances. 
Still naked, the Americans were manackd 
10 an overhead water pipe by both wrists, 
the cuff chums ioop^ over the pipe. 
Miller's loes barely touched ground The 
much shorter Hagen’s feet dangled eight 
inches from the floor, 

"You won't be here long," said the Nazi 
major who had led the ssiuad thai captured 
them. "A Gestapo car is on the way from 
Copenhagen. They will deal with you 
much more effectively than we cogU." 

"Well, we almost made n." Miller 
sighed "Another hour . . , Just one 


mwe hour ** 

To his arnizemeiu. Hagen uttered t b>« 
chuckle. "Have you loose in a mirniie. 
And if you ever leD how I did it. you'll^ 
a fistful of knuckles in your mouih atTer 
the war . . 

In 80 sslonishing display of dcnlerilv. 
the Imie carnival escape anise raised his 
r«ht fool lo his mouih and caxefuily bit 
away a strip of adhesive i^ fued lo his 
naked sole. Beneath the tape was a thin 
steel lockpsdt. Using his teeth, he slipped 
Ihe device between bis big and fWsi loes 

"Always carry it with me," Hagen said 
as he swung his legs up to cirefe the pipe. 
"No oi« ever looks at the bolioni of your 
feet . , , Don't know why .

Secoeds bter. Hageo's magic toes 
inseried ibe loefcpick lo the mechanism of 
Miller's handcum. Grunting with effort, 
he iwisted the device only four or 
times before it clicked open and Milkr 
dropped free, the manacle dangling from 
his r^hi wvni.

It was already loo late lo help Hagen. 
Hearing footsteps in the hall outside. 
MiHer posrtioned himself opposite the 
door. It opened and he found himself 
staring into the major's inctedulous, 
slack-jawed face. Millet lashed out w'lih 
the manacle, using il like a Medieval 
mace-and-chain. The heavy cuff caught 
Ihe German in the mooih before he uwld 
yell a warning. Blood and fragments of 
smashed teeth spewing from between his 
lips as he sank to the stone floor 

Miller struck again and again, until the 
Nari's face was almosi obbierated. Then 
he yanked the major's pistol from its 
holsier and charged into the jail's from 
room. Two Gestapo agents in black 
leather raincoats and a rifk-bearing 
soldier wer e Ihe only occupants. Miller 
fired from the bip, squeezed the irigga 
unid ail three men pawled lifelessly on 
the floor. Before leaving, he tore the watch 
off one of the dead Rent's wrists. 


The Gestapo car a 
Volkswagen was parked in from of Ihe 
jail. The naked Miller leaped behind the 
wheel, roaring down F)yn'$ main street. 

Nothing in Lew Miller’s civilian days as 
a helldriver matched his trip that nighi. 
Zooming around curves on two wheels, 
driving through open fields when he 
spoiled headlights approaching, he raced 
full throttle toward the rendezvous with 
the Irawler. His eyes darted repeatedly lo 
the watch. 

The sweephand gave him only seconds 
of leeway when he saw ihe pier ahead. The 
trawler, engines throbbing softly, was 
moored at iis end. To his horror, its 
motors suddenly came to full life and the 
boai began edging out to sea. He realized 
what was happening. The crew had 
expected him and Hagen to arrive on foot. 
They must Hgure lhai Germans were in 
Ihe car! 

Cursing with rage. Hagen didn't ease up 
on the gas. The irawler^s broad af\ deck 
was mure than 20 feet away when ihe 
Volkswagen shot off the end of the pier, 
soared through the air. slammed down on 
deck with an Impact that buckled the 
heavy boards. 

"I'm Miller." he said when a stunned 
sailor wrench^ open the driver's door. 
"And \ hope yvu'rt not a traffic cop." 

Hours later, the Danes pul Lew Miller 
ashore south of the Swedish purl of 
Mahno. Wearing clothes borrowco from a 
crewman, he immediately lurned himself 
in 10 the local police. The next morning he 
was visited in jail by an American 
diplomat. "Never mind me " Miller said 
lersely. "It's an Englishman named Sir 
Roger Cleff who's really imporiani." 

"I later learned that I’d goi the news of 
CkfTs capture out barely in time." Miller 
recently lold a journalist researching a 
book on World War M'r areaiest POW 
eKapes. "As he'd expected. Cleff talked 
under loriure. The very next nighi, half 
(he Lufiweffe was ready lo intercept a 
giant Lancaster strike on ihe rocket 
reaearch center at Peenemunde. 

Of course, ihe mission was 
sctubbcd->along with every other raid Sir 
Roger had helped plan. The 'other matter' 
that Cleff had mentioned was even more 
important than the raids. This involved an 
invasion that would have brought 100.000 

Allied troops into daiuer of being 
annihilated by the Nazis. The U..^, Army 
Air Corps had planned to use a new 
experimental fighter plane a^ air cover in 
the invasion, and one oi more of these 
aircraft might have fallen into Mari hands. 
So the breakout was even more important 
than we had even imagined " 

Now the owner of an autu franchise in 
Chicago. Miller occasionally sees Ed 
Hagen. Ihe only other member of the 
breakout team lo survive the war. "iSw 
Krauts executed poor Miles for stabbing 
that Luftwaffe lieu tenant. If Lew hadn't 
heen found hanging helplessly by his 
wrists. I guess Ib^'d have done the same 
thing lo him because of (he guys 1 killed in 
the station. He says they Interrogated him 
for weeks. TTie sons of bitches went half 
nuts trying lo learn how I’d gotten down 
from Ibe waier pipe. Lew insisted I'd 
picked the lock with my teeth but 
they didn't believe him . . ." • • •

Bui this Knowledge is merely (he basic 
requirement before they can be said lo 
know how 10 make love. To be really 
successfu I - a nd (xciamly if they are going 
(0 heed my advice and approach each 
session of loven^aking with (he inienlion 
of making It as perfect as possible—(hey 
must make quite a close study of (heu 
own, and partieularty of their partner's 
reactions lo (he various siimulaiion 
techniques. 

Dr. William Masters and his asaodaic. 
Mrs. Virginia Johnson, have been 
carrying out experiments under Itbwaiory 
coMidons fur more than ten yean. Their 
subjects have been volunteers, carefully 
chosen according to certain criteria, from 
allagB'groups and social strata, They have 
trained these couples to make love under 
observation as naturally as they would in 
the privacy of their bedrooms. In 1966 Dr. 
Masters and Mrs. Johnson published their 
findings at the end of eleven years of tests 
in ■ report called Human Sexuai 
Response In tny view this is the most 
signiftcant study ir> sexual behavior to 
have been mue up to now Their 
dlKovenes. besides axploding many of the 
myths which surround sexual response, 
have also opened up many roads which 
lead to the letter undarstaDding of sexual 
behavior. Not only that, but if many of 
their findings were used as a basis for the 
techniques of Igvemaking. there can be no 
doubt that these techniques would be 
coASiderably enhanced rcsuUs-wi»e, I shall 
certainly use some of their Endings as a 
found ail un in some of my brief aucovou 
which follow. 

THE BREASTS 

Everyone who has taken even the 
imalkst amount of care with their 
lovemaking knows, I suppose, that when a 
woman's breasts are caressed, and 
particularly when the nipples are 
concentrated on, the nippks swell and 
harden, and become erect m the same way 
that the chloris and penis do The reason 
for this is that the nerves of the breast are 
concentrated with the woman’s sexual 
nervous system, the effect of whkh i» tw> 
fold: it calls forth sexuaUlike responses in 
ihe nipples themselves, and alio makes it 
possible for the breasts to convey a 
message of sexual excitement to the main 
sex organs 

Their operation, I believe, is lo a very 
large extent psychological if a woman s 
nipples are caressed by her parlrMf’s finger 
and thumb or hii mouth, this is a definite 
sexual approach. She knows it. and this 
heightens her responses. There are a 
number of women who can withhold the 
erection of the nipples if an attempt ii 
made to caress them by a man who. for 
some reason or’another, is sexually 
repugnant to them. This has an analogy in 
(he man who i^ the obyect of stimulation 
by a man or woman for whom he has no 
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sexoai desire al all; a suongly 
heteTceexual man who finds boaiosexual 
behavior thoroughly disgusting very rarely 
responds with erevUoos even if his penis k 
expertly siimnJaied by a homosesual. 

I shall be expUnio^ later— I have 
already briefly mentioned it before—it is. 
in my vdew. preferable to bmo foreplay 
not with dinci stiniubtion oTthe clUoris. 
which is both bard to find in very many 
ca^ and abo captbk of causing a good 
deal pain if stiraulalcd dry. but with 
stimulation of other of Uk sensitive 
(erogenous) aooes. With the exception of 
(he entcanct-rim of the vagina and the 
ctitorii, the breasts are usually a woman's 
most highly sensitive aone Eveo cupping 
them in the hands b sufficient to cause in 
mom women a pkaiurable response. So if 
foreplay b^ins at the breasts, (he ditorU 
is most hkcly to become erect In less time 
than if any other of the erogenous zones 
were stimulated. 

Naturally eiecl ion. as with the penis and 
chturis, bnags about an increase m the 
size of the nipples This, of course, is 
brought about by a similar inrush of blood 
as in the caae of the penis and diiorit. 
Masters and Johnson have dbeovered that 
large mppka do not increase in ute 
pcoporitonaiely with small nipples; in 
other words, small nippks inaease more 
m erect'Sua relation to their relaxad*sire 
than do large niMks. It follows, too. that 
the woman wiih large nippks does not 
•have a moee iMense response than the 
woman with small nippks. In fact, (ha 
woman with small nippks can have an 
intensity of response d which the larg^ 
nippkd woman ean never be capaw 
Men. iherdore. who lo^ for large nlppk^ 
in the belbf that they will find a hmbly 
psssionaie nature, are deluding 
ibamselves. 

Once the nippks ha«e become erect, ax a 
rule they stay ereei until the woman has 
cone on. But again it is not possibk lo 
generahae, for though a woman may 
become progressively excited until she 
requires the penb to be put into her and 
coupling rapidly brought to a climax, in 
quite a few women the nippks may lose 
ihdr erection. A number of women have 
lestirwd lo ihb, while others have said that 
they lose nipple^rection if direct 
siimulaiion b wiihdrawn. Some of these 
women find that once nippk ereclioo has 
been Ion. it cannot be regained emn under 
expert direct stimulation. They lose 
nothing by tins, however, (or the 
stimulation of other erogenous tones 
makes up for the lost sensaiiom in (he 
breast area. 

Broadly speaking, however, in the 
majority of women nippk«reclion dues 
remain until aAer (he woman has come 
off. The subsidence b not always 
apparent, because the aieola. whkh also 
swelk duiing excitement, subsides first 
and though the nippk may be quite soft, it 
relaxes much more slowly than the areola, 
and seems to be slill ereex. 

Before I go on to consider the respomes 
to sexual excitement of the various 
individual parts of the sexual apparalus of 
women, it wUI be useful to desaibe briefly 
l«o different sets of reactions whkh do 
occur in off sexually excited 


though, again, with varying 
degrees o( elTeciiveness. They are: 

THE A CTION OF M VSCL ES 

In Ihe final phaie of sexual excitemeni, 
Ibere is scarcely a muscle m the body that 
b not involved, some considerably so. 
some only very slightly, in (he response lu 
sex. Even in the middle phase of 
cxdlemeni. some of the most unlikely 
muscles become caught up In the general 
response to stimulation and mourning 
tension. 

The reaction of the muscles has one 
outstanding characteristic—lightening; 
though some of them have a characteristic 
tightening alternating with relaxing, such 
muscles being those most closely 
associated with the physical mechanics of 
orgaun, 1 shall be dealing with these 
particular museks in a little more detail 
later, but they are for the most part, those 
which surround the vagina. 

Tenaing of the muscles, of course, b not 
only the accompaniment of mounting 
sexual tension, and relief from that 
tension. Fear causes it, for example, The 
man with a bad head fur heights, who 
finds himself on a narrow ridge with a 
^op of lens of feet below him, becomes 
petrifi^ by hb fear of falling to hi» death, 
"Peiflfbd,'' “turned to stone." He 
becomes rigid, unable lo move a limb. 
Pain, especially sudden pain, more often 
than not, has the same effect, 

This tensing of the muscles is, for the 
mot: part, auiomiiic, involuntary and 
often unconscious. Unconscious tensing a 
ceniinly the reaction to emotional stress 
of the type whkh causes headaches, The 
headaches are. m fact, brought on by the 
wnsing of the muscles around the upper 
part 0 *the spine and in the neck. 

in conoection with sexual exvitement, 
one gtoup of museks which are 
unconaciousiy tightened are those in the 
It k thii which is the direct cause of 
(he "gasping for breath" whkh is a 
universal characteristic of both men and 
wvmen as they become increasingly 
sexually stimulated, even if they arc lying 
absolutely still and are submitting to the 
caresses of Ihe partner. Men. as a whole, 
tend (9 gasp more vehemently than 
women, and (here has previously been Ihe 
notion that he does so because his 
thrusting movacnenU during the final 
phase of lovemaking constitute 
comparatively vioknt exercise, and 
though one might not know the cause of 
the qukker-ihanmocmal breathing which 
i$ brought on by any form of vigorous 
physical exercise. I don’t suppose that 
there was anyone who wa^^ unaware of the 
shortness ot breath tx who did not 
recognize it as an invariable 
accompaniment 10 vigorous physical 
exercise. 

If we had carried out only the simplest 
of researches, we might have discovered 
lung before Masters and Johnson brought 
It home to us. that the man breathes more 
deeply long before he embarks on the 
final, vigorous phase of intercourse; that 
in fact, if he is ma«iurbaled by a partner 
be nsanifests the same gasping for breath 
after the poim-of-no-feiurn has been 
reached an(^ until he has finished coming 


off, yel he has remained absolutely 
immobile himself. Had ske been at all 
observant we would has'e nMic^ ibai 
those women who Ite on theis backs and 
make absolutely no physical response at 
all (o ihetr pan tier’s thrusting movements, 
also gasp for breath as they come off. We 
might even have noticed that if we indulge 
ourselves with a prolonged session of 
sex—say an hour or an hour and a 
half arid are the happy victims of expert 
stimulation, after about half an hour we 
have tncreasing difficulty in breathing 
through our nose^ and have lo breathe 
through our mouths to avoid a sensation 
of suffocating. Some couples—highly 
sexed and passionate whose comity ctf 
sensations are almost invariably 
intense—have been observed baring their 
teeth at the very peak of coming off. which 
indicates that a stror^ desire of 
involuntary musck tension is present, 
since It is clear that the baring of teeth is 
not ihc natural reaction at moments of 
great conscious ecstasy, and while, in 
addition, in order to bare the teeth the 
muscles of the lips must be tensed. 

However, the tensing of these particular 
muacles in the chest which compel both 
the man and the woman to breathe deeply. 
ii not the only cause of the gasping. The 
second unavoidable reaction to sexual 
stimulation is the concentre non of blood 
in various parts of the body. The obvious 
membeffl which respund in this way are 
ihe nipples of both partners, the woman's 
clitoris and outer and inner vaginal lipa. 
and the man's penis, the clitoris and perns 
b<comin| ap engorged with a 
concentration of blood that they become 

r i« rigid as well as swollen in siir. and 
v^inal Ups so eniax|ed, though they 
remain soft, that the difference ^(ween 
their relaxed and engorged states is visible 
and their swelling recognizable to the 
touch. 


iheir researches into blood 
concentration Masters and Johnson ma^ 
the discovery of other areas of the body 
which are subject to this phenomenon. 
They found that during the early siiges of 
a wonian's response to sexual stimulation 
the wumb raises itself again. This was one 
of the really original discuvertes of the 
whole research project; before Masters 
and Johnson noted it, it was unknown. 
Since there are no muKks surrounding 
the womb—though there are muscles built 
into it—this movement has created a 
puzzle. Masters and Johnson's own 
explanation, or rather suggested 
explanation. i» ihac it is brought about by 
a concentreiion of blood in the Itgaments 
that hold the womb in place, that the 
swelling of the ligaments caus^ by this 
concentration of blood shortens the 
ligaments, and this shortening has the 
eneci of lifting the womb. They could not 
prove thul this is what happens because no 
method of observing the ligaments has vet 
been devised, and conse^uenily a numEier 
of eminent gynaecologists reject theii 
suggested explanation. Their own 
suggestion was that as the woman 
becomes more and more sexually excited, 
ihe muscles in her abdomen and pelvic 
areas tighten and this lightening raises the 
womb. After she has come off, the muscles 


relax, thus allowing the womb to return to 
its fsormal position. 

Whether or ooi the womb-tignmeMs do 
experience a concealxauon of blood, the 
• iecrease in the size of the woman's 
breasts—not her nipfdes only—is the 
result o( an unusual now of blood in the 
breasts as a coase<toeiiee of geoeraJ sexual 
stimulatioo of (he woman. 

1 shall be discusing bu(h the 
eoAcentration of blood and the tightening 
of muscles much more spocifknily when I 
come to deal with the sexnal reqsofMe of 
individual argans. the lirst of whidi are 
the cfalonsasid vagina. 

THE kESEONSE OF THE 
CLITORIS AND VAGINA 

The clhorii and vagina are the woman’s 
two major seaul o^ans. and the ciMoris 
IS the woman’s most sensilivc erogenuus 
zone. 

h'lrsi let us consider what happeiM 
physically lo the clitoris when i( is 
stimulaiH. To do IhU il is necessary fur 
me to describe brieDy bow ibe elilorU is 
constructed and lit site. 

It h by aU comparison, a liny organ, (i 
has been cakulaiM that in iis relaxed state 
its average kaglb is about one^Ofth of an 
Inch. There are. however, as many 
varUiioos in size as there are of ih« perns 
from man to man, !>om« elnormes are to 
large, that wMn they are erect they 
protrude from the uwter v^mal Upa to all 
appearances Uke the head of a mimaiore 
perns The aver^ eluoris. however. It too 
small to be easily seen, even when ereei, 
and is located usaally ooly wrihdifficulty. 

The cUiork, iben. like the penis, has a 
shafi and a head. The shut retnains 
imbedded in the skin and only the head 
protrudes. When ihe woman is not 
sexually excited, ihcs head is covered by a 
hood of skin, whseh. when eroetion takes 
place, sbps back, just like the foreskin of 
the uncireumsized mak. and expoaes the 
head. 

Other cbaraciensiics of the penis 
retained by the vliioris are the spongy 
ereciik tbsoe. which fills with Mood in 
letponse to sexual stimulation, thus 
causing the eUtoris to become stiff, like 
the penis; and the mass of nerves. 
conccMratcd here more densely than in 
any other pari uf the woman's sexual 
apparatus, which are connected with her 
general sexual nervous system, undes 
suttained direct stimulation bring about 
the «oma n's orgasm. 

The cliloris b siled al Ihe upper point of 
the inner vaginal Ups. whi^ cover it. 
Below It IS Ihc opening of the uielhra—(he 
lube by whkh the Madder » emptied of 
urine -below which again is Ibe vaginal 
entrance. From ihe ebtons lo the upper 
nm of the vaginal entrance, frootn^ the 
pubic bone, is a short strip of fksb covered 
with the special mcmbrauce skin which 
lines (be vagina, and is similar lo Ihe 
membrane covering the head of the penis. 
Thb strip has no anatomical nune so far 
as ( can discover, and for the sake of 
codvemcoce. I call h ibe vaginal ridge, 
since It b necessary lo refer tv il rrequenily 
in our conaideration of the fun^iou of the 
lagina and clitoris. 

Packed full of nerves though u is, the 
clilorb retiuires much longer direct 


stimulation than does the penis not only lo 
Ming it to ereciion. but to build up the 
responses to the plateau phase and 
thereafter. But before any kind of direct 
siimulaiion can be applied to it. the 
clitoris has to be located, and this, in more 
cases than not, is quite a job. (I would save 
a lot lime and worry if ihe woman 
would take her husband's finger and direct 
it on to Ihe clitoris. 

Even when he has located it, he may not 
be able lo swear lhai he can feel it, bui if 
he gently rubs the spot indicted by his 
wife, after some minutes he will become 
aware of a liny hard ball, about the size of 
a small pea, under his finger. You will 
recall that earlier on S advocated lhal Ihe 
man should not begin his foreplay with 
direct stimulation of the clitoris, but 
should induce its erection and bring Ihe 
Bartholin's lubricaling glands into action 
by siimulaling the breasts and other 
erogenous zones, on the grounds that 
direct stimulation can cause exireme 
discomforl. Mrhaps to (He extent of killing 
the wemarrs desire altogether, if he 
attempts ii before some degree of erection 
and particularly the How of lubricating 
fluid lUve been achieved. Really expert 
sumultticn of the breasts will 
Buiomativally have an erectile effect on 
Ihe cliloris, though from wornan to 
woman, and in Ihe same woman from 
occasion lu occasion, more or less time 
will be required to bring about eliiorel 
erection. 

Now. the odd thing about the cliloris is 
that Ihe heed protrudes from the hood 
only during ihe first, or exciiement. phase 
of sttmulaiicn. Masters and Johnson 
diacovered by observation ihai when Ihe 
plateau phase was reached, the cliloris, 
while remaining fully creel, draws back 
within the hood and stays there until after 
she had come ofT. This will account for Ihe 
complaint of many men in the past that 
they have been unable to maintain iheir 
wives' chloral ereciion because after 
haviM found ii and caressed it for a lime, 
they have lost il since it has lost hs 
erection. 

Though the woman loses all. or moil, of 
her arousal sensations when direct 
siimulaiion slops, the erected and swollen 
areax do not subside The clitoris and 
nipples remain erect and Ihe two sets of 
vtgiaal lips swollen, deapile the feet thel 
they are not under stimulation from 
physical or psychological causes. !n fact, 
as every sex manual will tell you, after the 
woman comes off she goes on feeling 
orgasm sensations for quite a time and her 
erect and swollen areas lake some minutes 
to subside lo normal. 

So much for Ihe cliloris and iis 
responses. We will turn now lo the other 
chief part of the woman's sexual 
apparatus—Ihe vagina. 


A HE vagina—it is a Latin word 
meaning sheaih—n a kind of barrel-like 
lube going up inside the woman's body 
from Us opening between her legs. In 
let^th, and In a state of repose, it is on an 
average 3 inches long. It is lined with a 
special membrance which is corrugated in 
two senses—it has largish folds in it when 
In repose and still has other corrugated 
features when stretched by the penis whose 
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fufKiion is 10 siimulaie ibe nerves in the 
penis. The fust kind of corrugation & 
brought about bv the fact that, being ©Ob’ 

3 inches tong, whereas praclica!!) any 
iengib of penis that goes into it will be 
between an inch and four or five inches 
longer, it has to stretch longways to 
accommodate the penis It is also capable 
of expanding in circumference so as to 
take a pems of almost an) girth. 

Even before the penis is put into the 
vagina, however, the vagina increases in 
size from its normal relaxed state, the 
increase being a direct result of the woman 
being sexually roused; and though the 
entrance to the vagina does not react in 
this way, but remains a tight ring, which 
expands only when made to do so by the 
penK the rest of the lube expands unhl, at 
the far end, it takes on a bell*bke 
appearance. 

The first half of the vagina's length is 
supplied with nerves and is surrounded by 
inner walls of smooth muscle Masters 
and Johnson have called this part of the 
vagina the orgasmic platform, because if 
the vagina does produce orgasm- 
senaaiions. it it here they will be 
originated. I shall be giving ray v»ew of 
“vaginal orgasm" later, but even if women 
are not capable of being brought to 
orgasm by vaginal stimulation alorte, the 
urgasmic platform is ihat part of the 
vagina in addition to other areas of the 
where she experiences orgaamk 
sensations. 

The nm of the vaginal entrance is aa 
well supplied with nerv«» as is the cliions, 
and the irenum of the manS penis, and is, 
therefore, a highly important erogenous 
zone. It is also surrounded by a muKte 
which Ihe woman can learn to operate It 
is, however, by way of being what is 
known as an i/f*>i>luniary muscle: that is to 
say, at times It contracts and relaxes ai 
will, and nothing chat the woman can do 
will slop these movements. In a very large 
number of women they occur as she comes 
off, in the same way and in such a 
pronounced fashion that the muscles 
surrounding the male genital area cotitracl 
and relax to force the semen out of the 
penis when the man comes off. In quite s 
number of women, however, they arc so 
faint that they cannot be felt by the pems, 
and. according to some women, not even 
by the woman themselves. 

The entrance lu Ihe vagina is protected 
by two small folds of llesh known as the 
inner (or minor or lesser) lips, while the 
Inner lips, the vaginal ridge, the urethral 
opening and the clitoris eie protected by 
larger folds of flesh calWd the outer (or 
major or greater) lips. The covering of the 
inner lips is the special membrane that 
lines the vagina, except that it is not 
corrugated, while the outer covering of the 
outer lips IS c«dinary skin, Eloth sets oS 
lip», as I have mentioned already, become 
swollen with concentrations of blood when 
the woman i.s sexually excited. 

Because of its expanding potential the 
vagina does nor have to be stimulated to 
enlargement in order to admit the penU. 
Though It IS difUculi for a man to get his 
penis into an unrou.sed vagina, it can be 
done provided the penis is well lubricated. 
He can move his penis backwards and 
forwards, too, in the usual way and the 
friction of the walls will bring trim off. 
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FEMALE OftCASM 

The seti&aiiom produced by ccoiuig oft 
in both iDca aod women defy description; 
and such is Ihe effeei of them on the 
physical awareness at ihe very peak of Ihe 
cliiBax, that il *s cxlrenMly difTmitt for 
either Ihe man or the woman to describe 
(veeisely how and when the orgasm k 
sensaliorts begin, how they deimlop and io 
which pails of Ibe anatomy they develop 
On Ibe other hand, lhankx lo the Masters 
and Jt^Bson researches, U is now possible 
lo say how vanous pans of the anatomy 
react physically during 
orgasm - sooieihing whi^ could nor be 
done before except in a very superficial 
way. 

L4t us consider first the woman's 
physical reacliooa; ia olhet words, lei us 
sec how various parts of the body behave 
under the impact of orgaimic sensaiions. 

As sexual cxciiement rises itw dlloris 
enlarges The degree of enlargecnenc 
differs from woman lo woman, and from 
occasion lo occasion in ihe same woman, 
but as far as an average can be struck, it is 
BOi far out if we uy thai at the peak of 
enlarg^em ihe clitoris is double the sue 
that It is when relaxed It has reached the 
peak of enlargement usually lusi before 
the woman enters the aec^ phase of 
cxtiiemeni—the plateau phase. 

HE clitoris. whKh it compoced of 
erectile tistoe. like the nipples and the 
Hum's peniv. is enlarged by the inflow of 
Wood in response to stimulation, for 
besides being equipped with a highly 
sensitive nervous system, it has an 
extremely large circulttory vysiem for its 
sat. So king as the woman is sexually 
siimolated. the blood will remain trapped 
m ihe ditoris. 

Similarly, within a short lime of ihe 
woman beginning to feel 'ensatiom of 
sexual arouxal. the outer vaginal lips 
xwell • also caused by the concentration of 
blood and reaeb ihew maximum size 
before ihe plateau phase is reached. 

The inner ups also greatly inaease in 
size dunog the excitement phase. In some 
women they swell so much that ihcir 
thickness adds almost half an inch to the 
length of the vagina before it is stretched 
by the penis. 

The physKal chaises which lake place 
m the vagina begin in the twtKihirds of the 
baud Tarthcsl from the entrance. 
Oradaally this pan of the vagina expands 
in all ways. Lengthways it increases 1^ one 
to two inches, and in width by iwv ui three 
limes Its telexed propoiiions. These 
changes have come about by the end of Ihe 
excilenKDt phase. 

During the plateau phase. It U the turn 
of the third of Ihe vagina nearest to the 
cnlraiKC to change It is this pan of the 
vagina, it wUI be recalled, that Masters 
and Johnson refer to ax the "orgasmic 
platform'' because it is the pact of the 
vagina most sensitive to orgasm* 
sensalions. In contrast to the other two- 
thirds of the vagina-barrel, the 
conccniralioo of blood in the walb causes 
them to swell and to reduce the diameter 
of the barrel by at teas! one*third of its 
normal size. 

The efTeut of aJl the foregoing b lo 


pr^are the parts of the woman’s sexual 
apparatus most concerned with Ibe 
woman’s orgasm for the actual coming 
off. some lime before this climax of 
excitement is reached, i.e. by the middle of 
the plateau phase everything is ready. 

As the first of the coming-ofT sensations 
arrives quite a lot of activity begins. The 
orgasmic platform of the vagina—the first 
third nearest lo the entrance—begins lo 
contract and relax with a definite rhythm, 
in the same way that the penis experiences 
rhythmical muscular contractions as the 
semen is expelled during orgasm. Before 
the orgasm is complete the orgasmic 
platform very rarely makes less than four 
of these coniractions, and can make as 
many as ten, acceding to the intensity of 
the orgasm. These coniractions always 
make themselves known to the 
w'oman—like the man's incapability of 
basing an orgasm without spurting 
semen—for without them .she cannot 
come off. In more cases than not, 
however, they are not violent enough for 
the man to be aware of them via hit penis, 
and this is Ihe reason why the man very 
often has no idea whether or net his 
partner has come off. 

These rhythmic vaginal voniractions 
seem to spark off similar rhythmic 
contractions in the womb. Again, they are 
within the awsreness of the woman, but 
unlike the orgasmic platform coniractions 
they are not essential for her experianea of 
orgasmic sensationit. Women who have 
had their whole womb removed in 
h^terectomy are still eapubie of coming 
In fact, some women have lold me 
that after hysterectumy their orgasms 
have tended to be more intense than they 
were before: which I believe Is ihe result of 
the removal of the fear of 
pregnancy -whether conscious or 

not—allowing the woman to abandon 
herself to swiving without psychological 
reservations intervening. 

At the woman approaches orgasm and 
durir^ actual coming off itself, the 
muscles in her chest become more and 
moreiense so that she breathe seven more 
heavily than ever. Her heart beats much 
more quickly loo, and thumps against her 
rib cage. Other muscles also tense and 
seem to reach their maximum of tension 
with the first orgasm-sensation. Though 
ihis IS true of ail women, in some Ihe 
tension, Ihe speed of the pulse and the 
breathing through the mouth are not 
strong enough to become known by Ihe 
man .Similarly, some women, though by 
oo means all, have an automatic 
compulsion lo make thrusting movements 
with the pelvis. When Ihe orgasm- 
sensations are very Intense and in highly 
$e>ed women this can be a normal, 
almost universal experience—(he tension 
of the muscles in the face force them to 
make strange grimaces, while the 
inlensely voluptuous feelings at the climax 
(^coming off are a kind of extraordinary 
sweet pain, which makes (hem cry out, or 
moan, or even scream shrilly, as though 
they were being beaten. Other women may 
be sc afTected by the orgasm-sensations 
that they lose contio) over their minds and 
whisper or shout obscemlies of w hich they 
are probably ignorant-and would 
certainly never dream of using—when 
they are not under the influence of 



supreme sexual excitement 

Thou&h. as I have said earlier, I do nd 
ihink ihere is a man or woman 
present or future who couid describe 
exactly in wdds (he sensacions they feel at 
coming off, it is» I beLeve, possible to 
describe some of (he sensual aspects of the 
woman's orgasmic experience. Masters 
and Johnson asked 4^7 women lo explain 
(o (hem in (heir own words what (hey fell 
persona lly» and from these reports they 
have been abk to make a complete 
picture of the general physiological 
reactions to orgasmic experience. 

These reaciions, they say, are divided 
into three stages. The ver^ Hrsi orgaamic 
sensation—the beginning of state 
one—brings with it a feeling of 
"everything stopping,’' which lasts for a 
brief instant and b followed immediately 
by a sensation of acute and intense 
voluptuousness centered in the clitoris and 
from there spreading out Into the pelvis 
This sensation may be a gradual one or 
come with such an Impact that it has a 
shock effect. All other sensations are 
overwhelmed by the orgasmic sensation at 
this stage. Many women alsoexpericnee in 
this first stage a sense of wanting to bear 
down and expel something from the body, 
comparable with the sensations 
accompanying the later stages of 
childbirth, though having no painful 
guality. 

Stage two follows without a pause 
and seems to be a develvfment of the 
voluptuous sensation radiating from the 
clitoris through the pelvis area. This 
earlier indefinable voluptuousness is now 
felt as a flush of warmth that begins in ihe 
pelvic area and from there spreads to 
every part of the body, Almost every 
woman experiencte stage two. 

When this "suffusion of warmth’* seems 
to have reached every pan of the body, 
there follows a feeling that the vagina and 
lower par i of t he pel *i s is contracting. Th is 
is the beginning of stage three. Almoet at 
once the sensation ot contractions gives 
way to a sensation of throbbing, which 
though most intensely felt in IM pelvis 
also pervades t he rest m t he body. 

It ie in this third stage of orgasmic 
sensation that the first contractions of (he 
orgasmic platform impinge on the 
woman's awareness. Parallel with its later 
phase IS the awareness of the coniraciiom 
of the womb, and at the same time (hat 
both sets of contractions are felt, many 
women become conscious of feeling the 
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pulse beating in the v^ul area. 

Masters and* Jofansoa;, while giving a 
warning againsl acceptii^ their figures as 
anything mote than an arbitrary 
conv«mnce. have devised an Iniensiiy of 
<w»sm ubk. If tbe wenan has only tlvee 
to live well defined orgasmic cemtractions, 
they reckon the orgasm as a mild one five 
to eight coolraciioitt represent ao orgasm 
of average iiNeniy; while eigW to twelve 
contraciioBs coasUtntes a very intense 
orgasm. 

The fourth phase of Masters and 
Johnson's sex sequence they have called 
(he "resohilioo phase." This is aftW 
orgasm has readied its peak of scBsatioo 
and the eooiraaions have finished. The 
sensations of the rcaohidon phase are of a 
pleasant afterglow cdrelease from tension. 

As Ihe sensations die awa^*^and they 
do thb muefa more slowly in a woman 
than In a man-the various parts of the 
female sexual apparatus which have ukea 
part in the orgasmic exp^ienee begin to 
return lo their normal unsiimnlatad state 

The lim organ to return to normal is 
the oegasrak platform of (he vagina. 
Within a vary short time afler the final 
orgasoiK contraction thej^tform shrinks 
back to iis normal sUe. The time it lakes 
lo do iMs. however, d generally slightly 
longer than the time it lakes for tbe 
collapse of the pena's erection after 
ejaculation (orgasm) hat finished. 
(Mauers and Johnson pnt the period of 
the orgasmk platform's collapse at 
between a minaie and a minut^and*a'h4lf 
afler the last orgasmic coMradion.) 

The shrinkage of the orgasmic platform 
naiarally affects the rest of the vagina 
whkh alto begins to return to normal. 
Five to sigM minutes elapse, however, 
before the vsgina returns to its normal 
siie 

With (be return of the vagina to its 
normal sire, the womb alio gradually falls 
bad: into iis normal position. 

The collapse of the vagina is lo a larm 
extent parawlad by tbe cdlapie of tne 
inner and ouiar lips. These 
organs—vagina, and both sets of 
bps—return to normal as though to the 
accofflpanimeoi of a canon in inuuc. 

At the same lime that the major mx 
organs are returning to normal, the 
breasts begin to relax. As 1 have pointed 
out earlier, in (be orgasmic phaae (he 
areola swells so much, and in so doing 
encroaches on the aipples. IIM it looks as 
if the nipples have lost their erection. 
After orgasm b complele. however. Ibe 
areola*swuUing disappears very quickly, 
and the nipples have the appearance of 
having regained erection. Tbe aipples 
return to nonoal at a slower cate than the 
areola, nevertheless they are back to 
normal long before the swelling of (be 
breasts ibemselves, caused by the 
concentration of blood, which can very 
often still be observed ten minutes afUa all 
orgasmk senaatlon has ceased. 

The bsi of the major sex organs to 
return to normal b the dUork. If the 
woman does not come off. though all tbe 
other parts afleettd by concenlratioo of 
blood hare returned to normal, the diioris 
may stiU be erect an hour after all sexual 
stknulation has ceased. 


FREQ VEyC r OF LO VEMA KING 

I receive on an average of eight letters a 
week from newly married couples asking 
me bow often it is wise or safe lo make 
love. 

There is no specific advice one can give, 
for there is probably no other field of 
human activity in which needi, and 
potential so vary as in this field of sexual 
activity. Some men are coerced by their 
sexual apparatus into making love every 
day. often more than once a day, socle are 
prompted by their desires three or four 
limes a week, others twice or once a week, 
while a minority once a fortnight, once a 
month <w even less. Women axe responsive 
lo (he same raf^e of promptings, if left to 
themselves, but are capable of quite a wide 
range of adjustment-which men are 
not—providing psychological difficullies 
do not inicrvenc. 

The most one can uy to anyone seeking 
advice on frequency is that seven limes a 
week IS right for (fiose who feel the urge 
seven limes a week, two to five times a 
week for those who are prompted lo make 
love this often. It Is, In fact, practically 
mpossibk for anyone, no matter what 
their sexual nature js, lo make love so 
excessively as to damage themselves. 
Nature has built into our bodies a number 
of safe*|uards, which come into pliy is 
soon as any truly excessive activity is 
ait^pted, and foresttUs it by preventing 
the mate from functioning as he is 
required to function in order to make love 
aaturally. No normal man or woman, til 
whatever category hii or her sex drive may 
be. need be afraid of making love too 
often. 

] have iniroducad the matter here, 
however, not to give this assurance, but to 
draw attention to another exiremaly 
interesting conclusion reached by Masters 
and Johnson. They deduce from their 
studies of a group of elderly subjects that 
Ihe mott fnoutmly one makes love up to 
the age of 3l the tour in I(/e will one be 
Mxually active. They say that it is ihe fear 
of failure to achieve ereclion which is the 
main reason for men withdrawing from 
sexual activity in their later years. 

It has been pointed out by some 
commentators on Masters and Johnson's 
work lhal (he conclusions they have drawn 
lack a ceriam validity, chiefly because of 
the small size of (he groups studied. 
Nevertheless It is conceiM that regular 
sex in the earlier years does generally 
make satisfactory sex more certain in the 
sixties and sevenlies, 

1 have some slatUiics of my own that 
lend to support Masters and Johnson's 
conclusions. Like them, however. I cannot 
say lhal the man who made love seven 
limes a week, given good healih, will be 
making lore normally two or three times a 
month when he U seventy. But it looks to 
me as though this suggestion has some 
basis in fact. If anyone feeb, as some 1 
know do feel, that life without sex at any 
age is not to be contemplated, they might 
probably do worse than see to it when they 
are younger that no boredom with sex will 
be allowed lo overtake them, and that they 
will respond lo lovemaking as often as 
ibeir sex urge signals they should. 
Certainly it can do them no harm; very 
likely it can do them a lot of good. •*« 
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
